Northern 
Pointers 


by JAMES H. BEALE

® Lawns: When the frost is out of 
the ground, fertilize the lawn, pref- 
erably with a high-nitrogen fertili- 
zer. Lime may be applied if needed, 
but if in doubt have soil tested. 
Where grass is thin, sow seed as 
soon as soil is dry enough to rake 
to a crumbly surface. While the use 
of a light roller may be beneficial, 
much harm is done to lawns every 
spring by using water ballast rollers 
filled to capacity and making the 
soil surface practically impervious 
to air. If a new lawn is to be made, 
the ground should be prepared as 
quickly as it can be worked so that 
the seed may be sown while the 
weather is cool. 

e Fertilizing: Perennial borders 
can be fertilized and forked over; 
also shrub borders, unless the shrubs 
form a continuous cover—then 
forking would injure roots. Never 
fork around surface-rooted plants 
like rhododendrons and azaleas; in- 
stead, maintain a permanent mulch. 
Fertilize asparagus, tree and bush 
fruits, and ornamental trees in 
lawns; the latter do not require this 
every year. 

e Soil preparation: Though the 
need to turn over the soil in flower 
borders and vegetable garden in 
preparation for seeding and planting 
is urgent, it should be delayed until 
the ground is dry enough to walk on 
without soil oozing up around one’s 
shoes. Most soils, dug when too 
wet, become cloddy and difficult to 
rake down to a fine surface. Areas 
where manure or compost was dug 
in last fall must not be dug again 
now or much of the incorporated 
material will be brought to the sur- 
face. Instead, deep hoeing with a 
scuffle hoe and raking after a day 
or two of dry weather will prepare 
them for seeding. Where rye was 
sown, allow it to grow for as long 
as possible, but it must be turned 
under before it reaches the ear stage. 
Where a complete fertilizer, such as 
5-10-5, is to be used in the vege- 
table garden, half the amount may

be applied before raking in prepara- 
tion for seeding and the remainder 
when crops are a few inches high. 

e New plants: When plants 
shipped from a distance are received, 
examine roots; if dry, soak in water 
overnight. If soil is too frozen or 
wet for planting or heeling-in, keep 
them in a cool place with wet peat 
moss around the roots until they 
can be set out. In the milder sec- 
tions and towards the end of the 
month, the soil may be in condition 
to allow planting of deciduous trees 
and shrubs from local sources. 

e Sowing seeds under cover: If 
early annual flowers are desired, 
make sowings from the middle of the 
month on. Shade containers until 
seedlings appear; then place in a 
sunny window. Or place containers 
in a draught-tight cold frame if it can 
be adequately protected at night 
against frost with old rugs, blankets 
or burlap. There will be less loss of 
seedlings through damping-off if 
seeds are sown in a mixture of sand 
and peat moss, milled sphagnum 
moss or vermiculite instead of soil. 
Watering with dilute fertilizer will be 
necessary to provide the nutrients 
lacking in the above materials. 

e Winter coverings: It is too early 
to remove plant coverings of salt- 
hay, evergreen branches or burlap, 
as cold March winds and increas- 
ingly warm sunshine can still cause 
much injury. 

¢ More March chores: Finish 
pruning trees and shrubs; dormant 
spraying must be finished before new 
growth begins; reduce, but do not 
yet remove all of mulch on perennial 
borders; start tuberous begonias, 
concave side up and covered lightly 
in sand and peat mixture; fertilize 
house plants.

of fertilizer. Plant half-hardy species 
like ageratum, alyssum, celosia, sal- 
piglossis and petunias in the open, 
and tender ones like aster, balsam 
marigold, morning-glory, nicotiana, 
portulaca, salvia, tithonia and zinnia 
in protected beds. 

e Plant roses: You may yet plant 
bare-root roses in the Middle and 
Upper South if you can find plants 
that are perfectly dormant, but it is 
not safe to plant bare-root material 
after growth has started. If roses are 
planted late, prune them low and 
cover with mounds of earth for a 
week or ten days until root growth 
can start, then level off the soil and 
cover with a mulch. 

e Bulbs to plant: You may now 
plant caladiums, cannas, dahlias, 
ginger-lilies, ismene, tuberoses and 
crinums. If your clumps of dahlias 
were left in the ground over winter, 
dig them now, separate and replant 
before new growth gets under way. 
Place a stake in the ground beside 
tuber at planting time. 

¢ More March chores: Spray 
peonies with Bordeaux mixture to 
reduce blasting of buds; transplant 
last year’s summer cuttings to their 
growing beds; plant potted poin- 
settias outdoors and finish your win- 
ter pruning. 


Questions of the Month 


Q. I saved seed from some choice 
cannas. When should they be 
planted? 

A. About the middle of this 
month; soak in water overnight be- 
fore planting. 

Q. My new pool has not been 
stocked with either animal or plant 
life. When is the best time to do 
this? 

A. Anytime after the middle of 
March should be all right, but first 
fill the pool, let the water stand for 
a week, and drain; refill and drain 
again a week later. Then fill again. 
This treatment will remove excess 
alkali which could easily prove 
injurious to animal and plant life. 

Q. Can the stems of camellias 
bearing flowers be rooted? 

A. Yes. Most of the very old 
camellias scattered throughout the 
Deep South were grown from flow- 
ering stems. Trim the stem just 
under a leaf bud, plant in a flower 
pot filled with a mixture of sand and 
peat moss, wet down and cover with 
a glass jar. Keep the rooting mix-

Midwest 


Pointers 


by R. MILTON CARLETON 
Hinsdale, Illinois 


e Sow seed early: If the weather 
is mild, all hardy annuals and vege- 
tables, as well as onion sets, can 
be seeded outdoors provided the soil 
was prepared last fall. Usually, the 
soil is too wet to work this early. 

March 15 in the Midwest is con- 
sidered a good time to start indoors 
seeds of tomato, pepper, eggplant 
and other tender plants. Use the new 
peat-fiber pots so you won’t have to 
disturb roots later when transplant- 
ing. Days are still short, so it is best 
to provide extra electric light from 
4:00 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. 

e Remove mulch: If spring is late, 
be careful about uncovering roses. 
perennials and other protected 
plants. Remove covering a little at 
a time, starting about late March 
near the Ohio River, a little later in 
more northern areas of Midwest. 

e Last chance for dormant spray: 
This may be your last opportunity to 
apply a dormant spray. This should 
be applied when air temperature re- 
mains above 40° for 8 hours or 
more, but before bud coats crack 
and show green. Dormant sprays 
are available in formulations to kill 
scale insects, overwintering aphids 
and many other pests and fungi that 
may prove troublesome later. 

e Garden records: If you haven’t 
been keeping a garden diary, start 
one now for the coming year. A 
clip board on the garage door will 
do. Record the date the last frost 
occurs in your garden, the first kill- 
ing frost in fall and other pertinent 
data. This will give you a picture of 
the microclimate in your own gar- 
den, often quite different from the 
general weather pattern in your area. 

e Care of cold frame: Watch the 
cold frame; March sunshine through 
the glass often builds up the neat to 
dangerous levels. Remove the sash 
whenever temperatures go above 
freezing. However, replace sash to- 
ward the early evening so as to trap 
some of day’s warmth for the night. 

e Force flowering shrubs: Im- 
patient for spring to come?

branches of oak, alder, flowering 
quince, peach and forsythia. Place 
stems in water and wrap in damp 
cloth overnight; then remove cloth 
and keep in a cool place while buds 
are opening. 

e Colorful twosome: For a splash 
of color, sow seeds now of blue 
annual larkspur and red annual 
poppies. Both of these need cool soil 
to germinate properly. 

e Lawn care: The first feeding of 
the lawn (unless you fertilized late 
last fall) should go on as soon as you 
can walk on the grass without sink- 
ing in. If you use the new urea- 
form fertilizers, you will only need 
to feed once. 

Use care in rolling lawns. Soil 
must not be wet or compaction will 
injure root growth. Use barely 
enough weight to press small clods 
gently back into place. If you can 
avoid rolling entirely, all the better. 

e More March chores: Before 
buds on shrubs swell, clean out the 
leaves, paper and other trash blown 
about during winter; as soon as the 
frost is out of the ground, begin 
planting shrubs, roses and trees; set 
out pansies, English daisies and 
forget-me-nots as soon as you can. 
If severe freezes threaten, protect 
plants with straw or burlap. 


Questions of the Month 


Q. I have always been told to 
plant gladiolus after May 1, but my 
neighbor, who set some out the end 
of March, had beautiful spikes. Was 
this just luck, or should I plant mine 
then also? 

A. Plant some of your corms as 
early as soil can be worked, covering 


| them with 5 to 6 inches of soil. They 


will grow slowly, but make good 
healthy spikes. Make succession 
plantings every two weeks until all 
your corms are in. 

Q. What causes heaving of per- 
ennials and strawberries and how 
should the plants be treated? 

A. Formation of frost crystals 
under the plant swells the soil, 
stretching the roots. If the ground 
freezes and thaws alternately, water 
rushes into the voids left, each time 
pushing the soil up a bit and stretch- 
ing the roots still more. Keeping the 
soil frozen by use of a mulch until 
spring is well started is the answer 
to the problem. If plants do heave, 
step on them to press them back 
into place.®

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How to grow 
bird-of-paradise 


by MARGUERITE E. BUTTNER 


ie A PATIO GARDEN I saw a gleam 
of brilliant orange wings and 
sharp sapphire tail perching on an 
angular stalk among what appeared 
to be miniature banana leaves. I 
came close to the creature and it 
didn’t flutter. It was not a bird but 
a blossom of strelitzia, the bird-of- 
paradise flower, one of the banana 
family found wild only in South 
Africa. It was unusual, exotic and 
utterly beautiful. 

Strelitzia, a winter and spring 
bloomer, is a garden plant where 
temperatures do not drop below 
freezing, but this is no reason for 
Northerners not to enjoy it indoors. 
If you have a sunny window or a 
greenhouse and a spot large enough 
for at least one 7-inch pot contain- 
ing a 2-foot plant you can grow 
bird-of-paradise. You'll bring a 
tropical atmosphere into your home 
during winter and have an exotic 
patio foliage plant in summer. 


In its native habitat along rivers 
in South Africa, strelitzia grows 
luxuriantly in full sun and stretches 
its long thick roots down to the 
river’s moisture. Long dry seasons 
occur down on the veld—just as 
they do in Southern California—and 
so nature has given strelitzia a res- 
ervoir in its roots. It prefers the 
humidity of sea breezes or river 
vapors but can get along in dry 
atmospheres and bloom indoors as 
long as basic needs are provided. 

Sun is the first necessity—full sun 
except during the hottest months, 
when a little shade is tolerated. 

A good potting mixture may be 
prepared by mixing one part leaf 
mold with two parts loam. Choose 
a pot with good drainage so that 
after the roots have drunk their fill 
no standing water will remain to rot 
them. A 7- to 10-inch pot is ade- 
quate for a blooming-sized plant. 
Young plants may be grown in 
smaller pots but will not bloom until 
they have at least ten leaves. Repot 
strelitzia when roots begin to crowd.

thoroughly every several days rather 
than sprinkling lightly every day or 
two. This will give the foliage a 
chance to use up the reserve water 
between soakings. 


Foliage grows during the summer 
when blossoms are infrequent. Feed 
potted plants once a month from 
April through August with a com- 
plete, organic-base liquid fertilizer. 
Although sstrelitzia is a heavy 
feeder, too much food at one time 
can damage the roots. From Sep- 
tember to March no food should be 
necessary. 

One of the most gratifying char- 
acteristics of the plant is that serious 
pests and diseases seldom attack it 
under usual conditions. Adequate 
care is rewarding, of course, but 
strelitzia can withstand high temper- 
atures and occasional neglect with- 
out serious injury. 

Propagation is best accomplished 
by dividing large plants. The clump 
of leaves and roots you take to start 
a new plant should be as large as 
possible if you want early bloom. 


The flower, with its wing-feather 
petals and tail-feather sepals, is not 
self-pollinating. Sugar birds in 
South Africa take care of such mat- 
ters by getting their tiny breasts 
dusted with pollen as they rest on 
the sepals while sucking nectar from 
one blossom to the next. In South 
Africa cross pollination occurs 
readily, but where there are no sugar 
birds pollination must be accom- 
plished by hand. In Southern Cali- 
fornia, where strelitzia thrives out- 
doors, humming birds swarm around 
the plants but they rest in mid-air 
like helicopters when they feed on 
the nectar. They accept a free meal 
and leave without disturbing the 
pollen. 

At best, seed germination is slow 
and sporadic and seedlings usually 
require from five to eight years to 
reach blooming size. 

Out of doors in warm climates, 
cultural requirements are much the 
same as indoors. They like full sun, 
abundant organic fertilizer from late 
spring until fall, thorough watering 
not too frequently and ample garden 
space—about 5 feet between each 
plant.

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SUTURES FOR 
A WOUNDED TREE 


Another example of 
Scientific Research 
at work 


A storm sweeps down leaving in its wake a split tree, years of stately 
growth and beauty shattered in a few minutes. There was a time when 
the axe was the only solution to this problem but today it is not always 
fatal. Where the break is not too severe, scientific tree care, like 
modern surgery, has developed a technique of “suturing” that not only 
closes the wound but permits the tree to regain its normal strength and 
vigor. “Sutures” in order to be effective must be promptly and skillfully 
applied so that the break is sealed against infection and the trunk and 
large branches sway as a whole, not independently. This exacting

West Coast lawns

REEN LAWNS are the result of 
* consistent moisture and plant 

food plus temperatures some- 
what above freezing. West of the 
Rockies, few homeowners attempt 
lawns without sprinkler systems, 
which are necessary in the summer 
months in Seattle and Portland and 
twelve months of the year in the 
South and interior. Too much water 
is seldom a problem in the South- 
west, though alkaline water and dry- 
ing winds may inhibit grasses in 
some areas. High nitrogen and 
phosphorus fertilizers must be ap- 
plied three times a year—early 
spring, early summer, and early fall 
or mid-fall—to augment natural 
conditions found in almost all soils. 


Right now the condition of your 
lawn will fall into one of three cate- 
gories: (1) tired and pale from 
nitrogen-leaching rains or inade- 
quate feeding earlier in the season 
(at Santa Barbara and south it may 
even be colorless from inadequate 
water); (2) green in patches where 
winter rye took hold, with hay- 
colored expanses between; or (3) 
green and lush, a challenge to the 
mower and edger which are used 
once a week. 

For lawns in the first two cate- 
gories we recommend a chemical 
nitrogen fertilizer at this time. This 
should be followed by a thorough 
soaking repeated daily until lawn is 
green, which should be in about a 
week unless weather is unusually 
chilly. If you live in one of the rare 
areas where a lawn doesn’t dry out 
even in the middle of the day, or if 
you are opposed to chemical fer- 
tilizers, use an organic nitrogen. 
Add superphosphate (or bone meal) 
at % pound to 100 square feet at 
the same time or with next month’s 
feeding. Phosphoric acid is neces- 
sary in western lawns in addition to 


nitrogen. Potash (potassium) is 
rarely missing in the soil here. 

The results of this feeding will be 
quickly obvious; when that occurs 
you will be able to tell where you 
have to reseed—the spots which re- 
main brown. On these patches sow 
a good mixed lawn seed and cover 
with steer manure at 1 pound per 
100 square feet. Germination de- 
pends upon the weather and soil 
temperature but averages one week 
or less in southern California. Don’t 
mow the new grass until two weeks 
after it is well up. 

Keep the lawn moist but not 
soggy, especially that part which 
is new and tender. This may require 
some spot watering by hand. In 
windy weather you may have to 
water three times a day. These 
lawns will definitely need a second 
feeding in about a month, this time 
use a formula such as a 6-10-4 ap- 
plied at 80 pounds to 2,000 square 
feet or use a higher-analysis fertilizer 
at a lower rate. 

Lawns in the third group only 
require their usual early spring feed- 
ing of a 6-10-4 or similar fertilizer,

preferably with aldrin added as as- 
surance against the lawn moth (sod 
webworm) which so often invades 
lush lawns as early as April. The 
older and tougher the turf the greater 
the resistance to insects and disease. 
The newer and more tender the 
grass blades and the shallower the 
grass roots the oftener and the more 
serious the depredation. That is why 
a succulent and delicate new lawn 
will often be invaded disastrously by 
every epidemic, while an established 
grass carpet of long standing will 
usually be relatively trouble free. 
In the Far West the most consist- 
ent lawn troubles are lawn moth, 
dollar spot and brown patch. The 
first requires an insecticide, and we 
are still recommending dieldrin gran- 
ules, according to directions on the 
package, or aldrin in the fertilizer. 
However, either liquid 50% mala- 
thion or chlordane will give satisfac- 
tory results. Arsenate of lead is 
inadvisable because of its long-last- 
ing poisonous residue. Dollar spot 
and brown patch are still controlled 
by captan or caloclor, according to 
directions on package. A nemacide 


applied strictly according to direc- 
tions helps control nematodes, which 
are usually worst in dichondra grow- 
ing in sandy soils. 

Lawns which are lightly but con- 
sistently shaded by evergreen trees 
of open habit should be seeded with 
a special shady lawn mix, but 
densely shadowed areas where turf 
is desired should best be planted to 
Poa trivialis, which often has to be 
renewed each spring. This is par- 
ticularly true under old spreading 
English walnuts, which are finally 
bare by Christmas in southern Cali- 
fornia. For relatively complete 
shade, Helxine soleiroli (babys- 
tears) is certainly the perfect turf 
where frosts are negligible. But keep 
it out of the flower borders! 

In arid climates where artificial 
watering of lawns is never com- 
pletely out of season, keep the grass 
cut short—'% to 1 inch—throughout 
the year. This encourages horizontal 
growth and matting, and thereby 
greater resistance to drought and 
pestilence. Also, close cutting en- 
courages dichondra. 

Dichondra repens, possibly origi- 


nally from the West Indies, is one of 
the most popular and satisfactory 
lawn substitutes on the West Coast. 
It should be fed, watered and mowed 
exactly like grass, though some 
homeowners prefer the tall, lush 
look and seldom mow it. In central 
and southern California it has be- 
come a beloved weed since its offi- 
cial introduction to the gardner’s 
world in 1939. 

A creeping, prostrate, sun-loving 
herb with roundish leaves, it is 
almost as persistent as Bermuda 
grass and it doesn’t turn brown in 
the winter. It tolerates most ad- 
versities and soils if kept well 
watered and is a welcome and last- 
ing addition to the successful mixed- 
grass lawn. Purists who strive for a 
complete stand of dichondra can 
eliminate true grasses with Dowpon 
without killing dichondra, but are 
compelled to hand dig invasive 
oxalis, which can only be killed by 
those chemicals that also destroy 
dichondra. The wise West Coast 
gardener will welcome any dichondra 
that naturalizes in his lawn, but he 
wont try to grow it exclusively.®

Plants Out-of- 
the-Ordinary 


by C. W. WOOD 
Copemish, Michigan 


Freesia Gold Cup: I had a new ex- 
perience with freesias last summer 
which I should like to tell you about, 
with the hope that you will get as 
much pleasure out of it as I did. I 
commenced with corms of freesia 
Gotp Cup from Wayside Gardens 
(Mentor, Ohio) that had been specially 
treated to remain dormant all winter. 
They were planted outdoors, 3 inches 
deep, on April 24th, when the morning 
temperature was 34°. My notes show 
that the first golden-yellow flower 
opened on July 2nd. In the interim 
there had been several freezes, but the 
freesias suffered no harm. 

Marigold Toreador: Rightly handled, 
the Climax series of marigolds is most 
exciting. This series combines large- 
sized flowers with clear colors and 
plant vigor. And the new TOREADOR, 
brilliant mid-orange with a deeper cen- 
ter, will, I think, add to the prestige 
of the Climax group. Gardeners should 
be reminded that they will not get 
maximum results—the kind that bring 
the Ohs! and Ahs! from one’s friends 
—from the F, hybrid marigolds unless 
the plants are recognized as aristocrats 
and are treated as such. They need a 
fertile soil and more moisture than the 
ordinary marigold requires. If very 
large flowers are desired, some dis- 
budding will be needed. Attention to 
these details should give large flowers 
(to 5 inches across) of almost per- 
fectly globular form, on well-branched 
plants to 3 feet in height. Available 
from W. Atlee Burpee, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. 

Petunia Maytime: A 1958 AIll- 
America Selection, MAYTIME is not 
just another pink petunia; rather, it is 
a soft, luminous, salmon-pink color 
that sets it apart from any pink petunia 
you have ever seen. It is the largest of 
the hybrid grandifloras that I have 
seen, the large (to 4 inches across), 
wavy blossoms being so freely pro- 
duced from early until late as to quite 
cover the foot-tall (twice that across) 
plants. MAYTIME is probably available 
at your favorite seed store; if not, you 
can get it from Joseph Harris Com- 
pany, Moreton Farm, Rochester, New 
York. 

Viola Toyland: I have been so often 
disappointed in F, hybrids that I sus- 
pected I was letting myself in for more 
regrets when I planted seeds of Viola

TOYLAND last year. You probably 
know that F, hybrids are obtained 
from seeds produced by F, generation 
plants; this usually means the breaking 
up of F, superiority. If it means any 
such thing in ToYLANnp it is a gratify- 
ing breakup, for the results are sur- 
prisingly pleasing. For instance, the 
flowers are about 2 inches across, in a 
bewildering range of nice colors (prob- 
ably from many generations back), 
and have retained the vigor for which 
hybrids are noted. Seeds are listed by 
Vaughan’s, 10 W. Randolph St., Chi- 
cago |, Illinois. 

Heuchera Scarlet Sentinel: Bristol's 
(Bristol Nurseries, Inc., Bristol, Con- 
necticut) new contribution to the 
coral-bell list, SCARLET SENTINEL, has 
been just that—a scarlet sentinel— 
and an outstanding perennial in my 
trials. Its graceful flowering stems ex- 
tend 2 feet, or more, above the tuft 
of lobed and veined leaves, which in 
themselves are delightful garden orna- 
ments. But the plant’s highest recom- 
mendation is its offering of large, scar- 
let bells during July and August. 

Campanula Dalluge: The somewhat 
variable peach-leaved bellflower, Cam- 
panula persicifolia, has given us a 
large number of good garden flowers 
including the double, deep blue BLUE 
GARDENIA and TELHAM BEAUTY, with 


its immense, single blue flowers. Now 
comes the new DALLUGE, with very 
large, cup-and-saucer flowers of pale 
violet-blue. It appears not quite so 
vigorous aS TELHAM BEAUTY, but 
should grow to 3 feet in rich, woodsy 
soil, in part shade (if you live in a hot 
climate). Flowers are produced during 
most of July and August. Experienced 
gardeners know how valuable a sum- 
mer bloomer can be. Lamb Nurseries, 
East 101 Sharp Avenue, Spokane 2, 
Washington, has it. 

Abutilon Megapotamicum Variega- 
tum: If that name is too much for you, 
let us settle for variegated flowering 
maple; but that is an inept name, be- 
cause, belonging to the mallow fam- 
ily, it is about as far from the maple 
family as it could be. It is one of the 
better hanging-basket plants, always 
colorful in its attention-arresting, yel- 
low-blotched leaves and red and yel- 
low belis. The flowers, to 3 inches in 
length, made up of a red calyx, lemon- 
yellow petals and a conspicuous col- 
umn of stamens protruding below the 
petals are most unusual. They grow 
well under the same general treatment 
as that given to geraniums and may be 
kept to window-garden proportions by 
pinching. Barrington Greenhouses, 
Barrington, New Jersey, list it. 

Natal Grass: Natal grass, or ruby 


grass to some, is a _ rapid-growing 
South African annual grass that can 
serve you well; first, as a garden orna- 
ment, where its 2-foot (perhaps to 3 
feet in warmer climates and richer 
soil) culms end in a 6-inch, more or 
less, panicle of deep pink, drying to 
purple. It makes an airy, graceful 
impression in the garden and an excit- 
ing addition to dried bouquets. All 
that is yours for getting a packet of 
Tricholaena rosea seeds from George 
W. Park Seed Co., Greenwood, South 
Carolina. Unlike many grasses, it 
never made a nuisance of itself in my 
garden by self-sowing, though it con- 
ceivably might do so in warmer sec- 
tions, for one reads of it becoming 
naturalized in Florida.®

me, an endless proces- 

sion of snow storms, 

slush and mud. The 

wind sings high in the trees, bluster- 

ing and threatening, and piling snow 
into swirls like meringue. 

Home-grown parsnips, as kitchen 

gardeners know, are vastly preferable 

to those sold in markets. The same 

holds for Salsify. In fact, all that 

one hears said about the parsnip 

can also be said of salsify, sometimes 

called oyster plant, except that it is 

not available hereabouts any place 

but in one’s own garden. A recipe 


| for preparing it which I found in 


a cookbook published in 1888 gave 
me a start. It read: “Take a bunch 
of oysters; boil and mash,” etcetera. 
Cooks formerly served the cubed 
vegetable in a cream sauce or in 
milk, declaring it a substitute for 
oyster stew, hence the name. But to 
me the root has a cornlike taste, 
pleasant and mild. 

They’re slender, an inch by 8 
inches, tapering very little. I fix 
salsify this way: Dig the roots and 
shake off as much earth 
as you can. Cut the tops 
Reese Off at the fibrous crown 
\S and discard. Wash the 

roots clean and scrape 
them to remove rootlets and the skin, 
which comes off easily when the roots 
are freshly dug. As each root is di- 


vested of its skin drop it into a pan of | 2 


water containing a teaspoon of vine- 
gar to a quart of water to prevent dis- 
coloration. When all are skinned 
transfer to a pan of actively boiling 
water, salt and cook until tender 
(about 20 minutes ). Finish off in any 
of these ways: Cut the cooked 
roots into bite size. Cover with melted 
butter and sprinkle with grated 
lemon rind and chopped parsley. 
2. Cut into cubes and fold into mild 
cheese sauce which has some garlic 
in it. 3. Cook bacon until crisp and 
lightly browned. Cut the cooked 
roots into 2-inch lengths and fry 
until crisp in the bacon fat.®

WATER CRESS 
in a bird bath 


p ppeewrny: CRISP GREEN water 
cress, a must in our household, 
had always been a problem until I 
learned how to make it grow in a 
bird bath. I found the water cress 
growing in cold spring water in the 
woods not far from our home; it was 
full of young, healthy plants. I 
transferred both old and new plants 
to the bird bath in my garden, taking 
along with them much of the sandy 
soil to which they were attached. 
The bird bath is made of concrete 
and sits in the ground in full sun- 
light. I filled the bottom with stones, 
added good rich earth, some sand, 
and then planted the water cress. 
As it must be kept in growing con- 
ditions similar to its natural habitat 
(a stream formed by a cold spring), 
I filled the bath to the top and did

this about every other day, so that 
it was always full. I had water cress 
through the summer and in sufficient 
supply to satisfy my family of four. 
Moreover, the cress in the bird bath 
is quite decorative. 

Water cress can also be grown 
from seed. It is listed in most 
vegetable seed catalogs. Another 
widely used method of ! propagating 
water cress is by planting pieces of 
the stems. 

The fact that the cress grew so 
well in the bird bath proves that it 
is quite adaptable: it thrives in any 
place that can be kept wet, such as 
a ditch or a clean, clear pool.—

Plant some annuals 
new to you 


boo MAY WANT TO DO THIS your- 
self, or you may know a gar- 
dener who “has everything” who 
would be intrigued by this idea. The 
idea: plant in your flower garden at 
least two or three varieties you have 
never seen before, and maybe never 
even heard of. It isn’t reasonable to 
devote too much space to rarities; 
they may be rare in your neighbor- 
hood because they don’t do well 
there. But more likely it is just a 
matter of habit and fashion that 
keeps beautiful flowers of rare and 
different types from appearing in 
your garden. 

Now in this list you may see 
some flowers not at all rare to you 

favorites, in fact. Be compli- 
mented, for you have made close 
friends of blooms not in the ordi- 
nary garden. 

Here are several suggestions—all 
easy to grow from seed planted in 
the spring: 

Single rainbow asters. They come 
in a mixture of pink, light blue, 
rose, purple, crimson and white 
daisy-like flowers, very, very fine for 
cutting. 

Zinnia linearis. A hardy zinnia 
species with semidouble orange 
flowers striped with yellow. Plants

only 10 to 12 inches tall, but 
covered with bloom. 

Sanvitalia, or creeping-zinnia. 
Not a true zinnia. A good edging 
plant growing only 6 inches high, 
but spreading, with many %4- to 
l-inch double yellow blooms which 
continue until frost. 

Arctotis grandis, or African lilac 
daisy. Easily grown 2-foot plants 
with large, white, daisy-like flowers 
made distinctive by their dark blue 
centers. 

Bartonia or blazing star. A 
California wildflower with five shin- 
ing yellow petals in star shape and 
with long yellow stamens in the 
center. 

Cardiospermum or balloon-vine. 
The name cardiospermum is derived 
from the Greek, meaning _heart- 
seed, since every round black seed 
has a perfect white heart-shaped 
spot on it. Plants are vines which 
climb to 10 feet by tendrils. Flowers 
are small and white, followed by 
inflated white “balloons” or seed 
capsules about 1 inch across. 

Coix or Job’s tears. The plants 
are certainly uninspiring, looking 
like coarse grass or corn, but the 
seeds are in various shades of gray 
and make excellent necklaces. They

are extremely hard except for a 
convenient soft spot at each end 
through which needle is passed. 
Coltness dahlia. This variety is 
readily grown from seed, although 
you may save tubers at the end of 
the year. The flowers are single, 
8-petaled, 3% to 4 inches across, 
and come in a number of colors. 
Gomphrena Buddy and Cissy. 
Two dwarf varieties, Buppy be- 
ing purple-flowered, Cissy, white. 
Blooms look like clover, and are 
very, very long-lasting. Good edg- 
ing plants, with months of beauty. 
Mexican tulip-poppy (Hunne- 
mannia). A delightful flower—semi- 
double, tulip-shaped, and of the 
brightest imaginable sunny canary- 
yellow color. Plants 2 feet tall and 
resistant to heat and drouth. 
Virginian-stock (Malcomia). If 
you're looking for a low, compact 
border or edging plant that is a bit 
out of the ordinary try this one. 
The flowers are only %2 to % inch 
across, white, rose, lavender and 
crimson in color, and deliciously 
fragrant. Easy and quick to grow. 
There are lots more, and a close 
look in the seed racks and catalogs 
will reveal them to you. They in- 
clude such things as oxypetalum, 
annual gaillardia, tithonia, xeranthe- 
mum (everlasting cornflower), thun- 
bergia (black-eyed Susan vine), Liv- 
ingstone daisy, didiscus, nemophila 
(baby blue eyes), bells of Ireland, 
and California blue bells (Phacelia 
campanularia).

fone BEAUTIFUL though temper- 
amental begonias are sometimes 
called “the begonia fancier’s head- 
ache.” Because they are variegated 

and some plants have more white 
than green in their foliage—they are 
difficult to grow. It is interesting to 


| note that these begonias grow best 


in New England, especially in 
Maine, New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont. There they attain peck-basket 
size and over; lower humidity and 
cooler temperatures prevail in these 
three states, and that is much to 
their liking. 


Calla-lily begonias do not thrive 
in hot, dry air, high humidity, or 
prolonged cool wet spells. Neither 
do they appreciate hot or cold drafts, 
clayey soil, or being in south or 
southwest windows; in this last case 
they may get badly burned. Yet if 
the plants have more green leaves 
than white, like variety CALLA 
QUEEN, they can take some fore- 
noon sun easily. They are happiest 
in a northeast or east window and, 
once they are there, resent being 
placed in any other location. But 
even when you have put them in 
their pet location don’t be surprised 
if some of the leaves turn brown and 
eventually fall off. 

If there is too much humidity or 
the plants are sprayed often in hu- 
mid air, botrytis can easily develop 
and the plants quickly “melt” away, 
the leaves and stems become wet 
and brown. If kept in hot dry air 
the leaves become thin, brown and 
brittle; they fall off, leaving bare 
stalks. The right temperature for 
calla begonias is approximately 70°. 


Fresh air is necessary, especially 
if there is any botrytis present, but, 
of course, it must be given to the 
plants indirectly. Botrytis is a fun-

by dusting with fungicide and burn- 
ing all the affected parts. 


The most important phase in the 
care of these begonias is the water- 
ing. Always use tepid water; pour it 
in around the rim of the pot but 
never onto the crown, as direct 
moisture will often cause crown rot. 
Always water thoroughly and drain 
well. Water again only when the 
top of the soil is crumbly to the 
touch; at no time should these 
plants be left standing in unneeded 
water or watered when already damp, 
since this will usually invite root rot. 


The soil used for calla-lily be- 
gonias should be very porous for 
quick drainage. A soggy soil does 
not aerate well and so causes roots 
and crown to decay. An ideal soil is 
a thoroughly mixed combination of 
Y-inch sifted compost and %2-inch 
sifted leaf mold, in a proportion of 
% compost to %4 leaf mold, with a 
handful each of clean sand (never 


| sea sand) and one-year-old finely 
| sifted cow manure. Always dampen, 
| but never soak, the potting mixture. 


There are times when a calla be- 
gonia will start to break away in 
the center. This generally is an in- 
dication that the plant is getting old.

watered. If handled carefully di- 
visions can be made with a sharp 
knife, but each section must have 
some roots.

Care should be taken that the 
plants do not become root-bound or 
over-potted. Taking them 
the pot to find out their needs will 
do them no harm. During warm 
weather these begonias may be 
placed near an open window at 
night; they will enjoy the natural

CHRYSANTHEMUMS 


by BESS HAYNES 


HRYSANTHEMUMS PROVIDE THE GARDEN with a 
¥ glorious variety of colors over a long season start- 
ing in late summer and continuing until heavy 
frost. From the catalogs and garden stores one can 
select varieties best suited for a given purpose and area. 
Bloom date, height, color and flower form should all 
be considered. Plants, usually rooted cuttings, are 
mailed in late spring after the weather has warmed. By 
late summer a single cutting produces a surprisingly 
large plant with many flowers. The following year cut- 
tings may be taken in spring from established plants. 
Chrysanthemums may be successfully moved when 
they are in bud or bloom. Thus, they may be trans- 
planted late in the season to fill in blanks left by fading 
annuals or to give color to a shaded corner. Normally, 
chrysanthemums will not bloom in full shade but when 
grown in the sun and moved just before blooms appear 
they can be coaxed to flower in a northern exposure. 
Reasonable care must be used in moving the mature 
plants; shallow-growing roots should be disturbed as 
little as possible. Soak the soil around each plant the 
day before it is to be moved. Prepare a hole in the 
new location large enough to accommodate the root ball 
without crowding and fill it with water ahead of moving 
time. When lifting the clump, cut around the root ball 
the depth of a spade and lift the entire clump and its 
roots without loosening the clinging soil. Lower into 
the prepared hole and water down before filling hole 
and tamping. If kept moist for the first week, chrysan- 
themums moved in this manner should not even droop. 
They will bloom as beautifully as they would have in 
their original locations. 

In making up your “want list,” note the height of 
plamts.so that you will know whether they belong in the 
background or at edge of the border. The cushion 
mums, which often bloom early, do not grow more than 
a foot high; late-season varieties may grow as tall as 4 
feet. It is also important to know the blooming date 
of each variety. This varies in different areas of the 
country even with the same variety, since temperature 
plays a major part in determining the blossoming time. 
Mest. reputable nurseries list the blooming date for each 
variety either by month or as “Early,” “Medium” or 
“Late.” “Early” generally means August or earlier; 
“Medium,” September through the first two weeks of 
October; “Late,” October 20 or later. Individual cata- 
logs may give more exact dates. However, keep in mind 
that dates will often vary some from one year to the next 
and that they are also dependent on location in the 
garden. 

Chrysanthemums come in every hue except blue. 
This exception is something of a paradox since the 
Chinese were the original hybridizers of the chrysanthe- 
mum which is so often depicted in bright blue on their 
porcelains. Lack of an azure chrysanthemum is scarcely 


noticed when the range of other colors is so wide and 
glorious. 

One usually thinks of chrysanthemums in terms of 
the golds, reds and bronzes traditionally associated with 
autumn. The list of varieties representing this segment 
of the color wheel is endless but the following are a few 
of my favorite hardy garden varieties: 

APACHE, bright red with a gold overcast, cactus type 
of bloom; AUTUMN Beauty, reddish-chestnut, decora- 
tive pompon; HUNTSMAN, tall, scarlet-orange, pompon; 
KATHLEEN LEHMAN, orange-bronze, medium height; 
OLIVE LONGLAND, apricot and peach; Rep VELVET, 
deep red, small pompon; Lipstick, red, cushion; 
GOLDEN Carpet, yellow, cushion; and Basy and 
JupDITH ANDERSON, both yellow buttons. 

Among good white hardy varieties are WHITE Won- 
DER, AVALANCHE, AUTUMN STAR and SNow Fairy. 
IRENE and Pepita are excellent white buttons. 

Pinks, in a variety of sizes and shapes include: 
GIANT KING BiRD, HELEN BoGue, MASQUERADE, 
Desert QuaiL, BeTTy and Lapy’s CHOICE. 

Purple is at its best in CHIPPEWA, VIOLET, PURPLE 
Spoon and MaJor Bowes. Good orchids are OLD 
LAVENDER, LAVENDER LaDy, ORCHID QUILL and 
ORCHID SPOON. 

Outstanding large-flowered varieties include: ROYAL 
STANDARD, FRANK ALLERTON, G. K. JESSIMAN,

There are even a few green chrys- 
anthemums and whites tinged with 
green. Most of these are late varie- 
ties which require greenhouse cul- 
ture. GREEN GODDEss is one of the 
more spectacular spiders and it is 
truly green. 

When it comes to size, shape and 
texture the range is just about as 
varied. Beginners and even experts 
are often confused over bloom 
types. Pompon_ chrysanthemums, 
for instance, are not the huge blooms 
best known as “football mums.” 
Pompons are globular in form but 
may be less than | inch (buttons) or 
as large as 4 inches in diameter. 
Petals may be either slightly in- 
curved or reflexed. “Football mums” 
obviously do not fall into this cate- 
gory. They are classed as regular 
or Chinese incurves, which are bail- 
shaped with bloom sizes ranging 
from 4 to over 6 inches in diameter 
when properly disbudded. 

Many chrysanthemums have pet- 
als (ray florets) which curve down- 
ward instead of being incurved; 
these are called reflex. The petals 
are broader and shorter than those 


of the regular incurves; center petals 
may be incurved for a while but will 
droop as the flower opens. Sizes 
range from less than | inch to more 
than 7 inches in diameter. 

It is impossible to grow a 7-inch 
bloom without following a program 
of pinching and disbudding. It is 
also impossible to produce a large 
bloom by pinching and disbudding a 
variety which normally has a blos- 
som less than 4 inches when not 
disbudded. For masses of color 
choose the small- and medium- 
flowered varieties. If you have the 
time and enthusiasm, you will grad- 
uate to growing giant exhibition 
chrysanthemums before many sea- 
sons have passed. 

Chrysanthemums of the “spoon” 
class have a delicate crispness to be 
found in no other flower. These 
may be either single or double, but 
all ray florets or petals are tubular 
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and open at the ends to form spoon- 
like tips. MAGENTA SPOON is one of 
the largest of the double spoons; 
YELLOW Spoon and CHARM SPOON 
are very fine singles. Most spoon 
varieties bloom early enough for 
outdoor culture. 

Quills are often confused with 
spoons. The types differ only in 
that the quill varieties have longer 
tubular petals which may be closed 
at the ends or barely hooked; usually 
they are spatulate. PINK QUILL is 
an early bloomer; PATRICIA GRACE 
usually blooms before frost. 

The single chrysanthemums 
should not be overlooked. Even 
though they are not far removed 
from the parent of all chrysanthe- 
mums, they provide variety in any 
planting. A chrysanthemum with 
not more than five rows of ray 
florets is classed as a “single.” Sin- 
gles come in sizes ranging from less 
than 2 inches to those over 4 inches. 
Larger varieties may be disbudded 
to produce blossoms up to 6 inches 
in diameter. CINpDy is a favorite red 
single; ANNA Haye is a spectacular 
salmon which blooms very early. 

Not to be forgotten are the 
anemone-flowered chrysanthemums, 
which have a raised center or a 
prominent raised disk in the center. 
Most of the anemones are late 
blooming but ANN LADyYGo, a very 
dwarf plant with shining pink blos- 
soms is early. 

Spiders and threads are the most 
exotic of all chrysanthemum forms. 
Unfortunately these Japanese im- 
ports flower too late for growing 
outdoors where frosts come early. 
Their strange beauty has inspired 
many a chrysanthemum grower to 
build a greenhouse, or something 
less elaborate, in order to protect the 
delicately twisted petals from frost 
damage. 

When approximately twenty blos- 
som forms are multiplied by every 
color in the rainbow and added to 
such a wide range of sizes and a 
blooming period prolonged over a 
five-month span—well, you can see 
that there is no end to the versatility 
of the chrysanthemum.®

Roses are by far America’s favorite garden plant. There are types, sizes and colors to fit every garden situation.

HAT ARE OUR’ FAVORITE 
roses? As often as we have 


been asked this question, we 
have never before gone over the list 
carefully with a fine tooth comb to 
arrive at a definite selection of the 
ones we would grow if we were 
absolutely limited to a certain num- 
ber. Fortunately, we have never 
found ourselves in that situation— 
and we trust we never shall. How- 
ever, as the editors of your favorite 
garden magazine have put us on the 


spot, we have no choice but to 
definitely commit ourselves. 

Before presenting our list, how- 
ever, we feel it necessary to stress 
two points. The first is that these 
roses are not necessarily the best 
roses. They are our favorites, based 
upon two factors: first, how much 
they appeal to us in color, form, 
fragrance and lasting quality; and 
secondly, how well they have grown 
for us in our garden. 


Furthermore, we realize that 


some varieties which have not been 
topnotchers with us do better else- 
where. We have seen fine roses in 
California and Oregon and in south- 
ern states that have not proven sat- 
isfactory under our conditions. A 
case in point is that lovely climber 
HiGH Noon which we first saw in 
Oregon. When we tried it in our 
former rose garden near New York 
City it produced few flowers and 
killed back nearly to the ground 
each winter. Fortunately we brought 
the scrawny plant along with us— 
one of the few roses we attempted 
to salvage—when we moved to 
Cape Cod. In its second year here, 
despite one of the most severe win- 
ters the Cape has experienced, it 
has clambered to the roof top and 
all summer long was seldom without 
at least a few flowers. Despite this, 
we consider it too undependable to 
be included in our list. 

One thing that has rather sur- 





prised us in making up the following 
list is that we completely agreed on 
so many of the varieties. In some 
cases, our favorite roses have not 
held top scores in the American 
Rose Society’s list. The current All- 
America winners, and those of last 
year, we purposely have omitted 
from consideration. It takes—with 
occasional exceptions such as 
PeaceE—more than two years for 
a rose to prove its worthiness and 
reliability. 

In making our list of favorite rose 
varieties, we have selected them 
from several different types. In our 
own garden, we have room for them 
all; but the reader with limited space 
should carefully consider just what 
he wants to get from his roses before 
he orders. 


Floribundas produce their flowers 
in sprays or clusters, as a rule, and 
provide the most effective mass dis- 
plays and the most constant show of 
color. On the whole they require 
less care than hybrid teas and 
grandifloras. They are the best for 
hedges, borders and mass plantings, 
and at the same time give generous 
quantities of cut flowers. 


Hybrid teas give the largest, most 
perfect and longest, stemmed in- 
dividual blooms. They are the lead- 
ing type for cutting, either for 
exhibition or for home decoration, 
either by themselves or in arrange- 
ments with other flowers. On the 
average they last longest when cut. 
However, they require more con- 
stant care and protection against 
pests, diseases and winter injury. 


Grandifloras, a comparatively new 
type, to a degree combine the merits 
of hybrid teas and floribundas. They 
grow exceptionally tall and produce 
both clusters of bloom and indi- 
vidual flowers on long stems. Ideal 
for cutting and for the garden, they 
are rapidly becoming popular. 


Climbers give the greatest display 
of bloom for the space occupied. 
With a very few exceptions they do 
not flower as continuously through 
the season as most catalog descrip- 
tions imply. When in bloom they 
make the most sensational displays 
of color and provide unlimited 
sprays for cutting. On the whole

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the climbers require the least atten- 
tion. Climbing forms of bush hybrid 
teas and floribundas are identical in 
flower and colors with their bush 
forms but growth habit differs. 


Hybrid Teas 

Red—CrimMson GLoryY in our 
book still remains the most de- 
pendable and satisfying deep red 
rose—and it has what all roses 
should have but which all do not 
possess, a_ full-bodied, satisfying 
real rose fragrance. Still a con- 
sistent winner in rose shows, it 
stands up equally well in the garden. 

RuBAIYAT is a lighter rose-red, 
giving, when fully opened, a two- 
toned effect that is very pleasing. 
The high-centered blooms last un- 
usually well, making it as delightful 
for cutting as it is outdoors. 

Pink—Could we have but one 
pink rose we feel our choice would 
still be that old-time single DAINTY 
Bess. Its beauty is that of sim- 
plicity, like the crescent of a new 
moon. One of our pleasant rose 
memories is that of winning a 
Queen-of-the-Show award with a 
Dainty Bess—with no voice raised 
against the decision of the judges. 

First Love is topnotch among 
the few pure light pinks without 
other colors blended. 

Yellow—There are new yellow 
roses that may eclipse EcLIpsE but 
until they have been further proven 
we would put our money on this 
old stand-by with its long tapering 
buds and contrasting green pointed 
sepals. An aristocrat that is splendid 
for cutting. 

GOLDEN DAwn, a much newer 
variety, has a lemon-yellow bud 
touched with red opening into a 
large, scented, golden-yellow bloom 
of fine hybrid tea form. 

White—We may as well face the 
fact that white hybrid teas are, as a 
class, less vigorous and less florifer- 
ous than other colors. In WHITE 
KNIGHT we have a pure white of 
beautiful form which produces doz- 
ens of flowers on strong vigorous 
bushes. We often cut five at a time 
from one plant for use indoors. 

Blends—P E A c E unquestionably 
holds first place here, not only in 
our garden but in gardens through- 
out the land. And with it we would 
include at least two of its descend- 
ants—-CONFIDENCE, which, though 
classed as a blend, is predominantly 
pink, and GARDEN Party, which— 


while newer than any other rose 
listed here—we predict will take a 
top place in rosedom for many years 
to come. It is an indescribable blend 
of soft pastel tones in which cream, 
old ivory and arbutus-pink predomi- 
nate. To these three “Peace-ful” 
vatieties we would add HELEN 
TRAUBEL, lively pink shading to ap- 
ricot at the heart and really fragrant; 
and SUTTER’S GOLD, a fragrant, rich 
yellow with tangerine-to-red mark- 
ings of exceptionally vigorous and 
disease-resistant growth. 


Floribundas 

Red—SparTAN is one of the 
greatest of all floribunda roses. In- 
dividual blooms are as fine as many 
hybrid teas and produced much 
more freely. The color is a glowing 
orange-red unlike that of any other 
rose and, yes, it has fragrance. A 
strong vigorous grower, it blooms 
almost continuously. 

RED PINOCCHIO wears about as 
well as any floribunda we have ever 
grown. The masses of small dark 
red, velvety, cupped, twenty-petaled 
blooms are produced in generous 
clusters which make a bouquet in it- 
self; and it blooms constantly 
throughout the season. 

Pink—Though there are many 
fine newer pinks in this class, we 
have found none to make us change 
our allegiance to BETTY Prior. The 
fragrant, single, two-toned pink 
blooms and deep carmine buds lit- 
erally cover the rather tall, bushy 
plants. If you see such a rose still

in full bloom in November, it’s 
Betty Prior for she does not give 
up until a hard freeze. 

PINK CHIFFON is quite another 
type, having double, urn-shaped 
buds of blush-pink and high-cen- 
tered, very fragrant pink blooms, 
darker at the center. The foliage is 
disease resistant and the blooms are 
constantly produced. We cut the 
flowers continually for small bou- 
quets indoors. 

Yellow—We have room for only 
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one yellow in this group and there 
is no doubt of our choice—GoLpD 
Cup. This floribunda has a real 
Killarney fragrance and unfading 
medium-sized hybrid tea-like blos- 
soms with glossy, disease-resistant 
foliage. 

White—WHITE BOUQUET gets our 
vote for a double white because of 
its fine form, especially in bud; its 
delightful scent and the vigor of the 
healthy plants. Of course, it is more 
<ream than white but we like it just 
that way. 

DAGMAR SPATH is our choice for 
an alabaster white with a slight 
flush in the bud. It is a sport of 
LAFAYETTE, differing only in color. 
It bears the same large clusters of 
fragrant, semidouble, cupped flow- 
ers on dwarf but vigorous plants 
clothed with glossy foliage. 

Blends—FAsHION still tops our 
list of color blends in the flori- 
bundas. The clean bright coral- 
peach blossoms, scented like wild 
roses, are so freely borne that it 
stands out in any rose planting. 

VOGUE, a prize winner in Europe 
in 1950 and here in 1952, is not 
quite so generally popular as FAsH- 
ION but we love the beautiful hybrid 
tea form and the deep begonia-rose 
coloring of the 3- to 4-inch blos- 
soms. It blooms freely and makes 
a fine cut flower. 


Climbers 

Red—IMPROVED BLAZE is still 
tops for a dramatic display of color 
through the season, but we cannot 
honestly call it one of our favorites 
because it does not blend happily 
with other rose colors. 

CHEVY CHASE we like very much. 
For larger flowers we choose SPEC- 
TACULAR, with its orange-red, non- 
fading blooms, so excellent for 
cutting. 

Pink—Here. we’re afraid, we are 
hopeless old-timers. Because of 
their extreme vigor and reliably con- 
tinuous bloom, we would put New 
Dawn and Dr. NICHOLAS at the top 
of our order list. 

Yellow—Pauv’s LEMON PILLAR 
is another old one, but still one of 
the loveliest of all climbers well 
worth looking for. Of the moderns 
we would give first place to GOLDEN 
SHOWERS, sunny-yellow, early, fra- 
grant and a continuous bloomer that 
is excellent for cutting. 

White—City oF York certainly 
heads the list of white climbers

Vegetable 


Salads for all 
Summer 


by LEONARD WICKENDEN 


HE BACK-YARD GARDENER al- 
ways says that home-grown 
salads are vastly superior to 

those prepared from store-bought 
vegetables—and maybe he’s right. 
No one would deny that crisp lettuce, 
eaten within an hour after being cut, 
has more appeal than the wilted 
leaves of its commercial counterpart 
which reaches the consumer, via the 
supermarket, some days after har- 
vesting. Not only does the crisp 
lettuce taste better, but chemists tell 
us that it is richer in vitamins. 


The skilled home gardener, with 
an eye to quality rather than profit, 
can devote more time and care to 
preparing his soil than can the truck 
farmer who is often forced by com- 
petition to aim at quick and high 
production. A rich, loamy soil gives 
vegetables a tenderness and sweet- 


ness rarely found in those produced 
commercially; indeed, the tender- 
ness, so much appreciated at the 
table, may be a disadvantage to the 
professional grower, who seeks 
varieties which stand shipping long 
distances without damage. 

Many home gardeners feel that 
salads for the table are easy to pro- 
duce in spring and early summer, 
but that midsummer heat presents 
problems which are difficult for the 
amateur to solve. There is little 
cause for this gloomy view. It is 
more than worth while to plan a pro- 
gram which will bring salads to the 
table from spring to late fall. Any 
such program will, of course, re- 
quire adjustment for various locali- 
ties, but here are some basic sug- 
gestions which you can adapt to 
meet your particular conditions. 


The program starts with lettuce, 
supplemented by chives or spring 
onions for added flavoring. The 
chives will come from a well-estab- 
lished perennial patch in a corner of 
the garden. Spring onions are most 
easily obtained from a planting of 
onion sets. Lettuce for an early 
supply must be started in flats, 
either in a greenhouse, a hotbed or 
in a sunny window of a room in 


which the humidity is fairly high 
and the night temperature will not 
be over 55°, The advantages of a 
greenhouse, even if a very small 
one, are so great that any gardener 
who takes his hobby seriously 
should give careful thought to con- 
structing this invaluable addition to 
his home. Those who lack facilities 
for raising their own seedlings can 
always buy them. 


At least three varieties, each ma- 
turing at a different time, should be 
grown. For an early heading lettuce, 
MIGNONETTE and May KING are 
among the most satisfactory; they 
are small but the heads are com- 
pact, tender and sweet. Biss is a 
superb lettuce, but success with it, 
in many localities, is less than cer- 
tain, and its tendency to bolt rapidly 
is a disadvantage to the home gar- 
dener who wants his harvest to 
spread over many days. At least 
one of the loose-leaf varieties should 
be included. SALAD BowL and Oak 
LEAF are outstanding and easy to 
grow. SLOBOLT and BLACK-SEEDED 
StmMpPson are other favorites, and 
GRAND Rapips runs close behind. 
For later cutting, the heading varie- 
ties, WHITE BOSTON, PENNLAKE and 
Great LAKes (maturing in that 
order), are alb tops. 


Loose-leaf lettuce varieties ma- 
ture in from six to eight weeks, 
Biss, May KING and MIGNONETTE 
in from eight to ten weeks, and 
WHITE BOSTON, PENNLAKE and 
Great LAKES in ten to fourteen 
weeks. Your selection need not, of 
course, be restricted to those named. 
Every home gardener has his fa- 
vorites and that is as it should be, 
for not every variety does well in 
every locality. The important thing 
is to plan so that you get a steady 
supply from spring to fall and this 
can be done by sowing at the same 
time one looseleaf and two heading 
varieties, one early and one late. By 
July, however, your onions can no 
longer be given the name “spring.” 
They will have taken on the ro- 
tundity of middle age, but, chopped 
fine and used judiciously, they still 
give that desirable touch of flavor 
to your salads. Early beets (boiled) 
offer another addition at this time. 
For those who must have lettuce 
day in and day out, heat-resistant

twelve weeks) and CORNELL (eleven 
weeks) are good examples. 

But there may be those who pre- 
fer a change of diet, and, for them, 
cabbage for coleslaw is the answer. 
Cabbages may be divided into three 


groups—early, mid-season and late. 


GOLDEN ACRE is a good example of 
the early cabbage, flatheads typify 
the midseason and ballheads, the 
late. The first group reaches ma- 
turity in nine to eleven weeks, the 
second in about twelve weeks, while 
the third requires from three to four 
months. Savoy cabbages with their 
crinkled leaves (ten to thirteen 
weeks) are the first choice of many 
gardeners. Red varieties, both early 
and late, also have their appeal. 
To obtain cabbages that will fol- 
low right after the lettuce crops, sow 
seed in flats from mid-March to 
mid-April. Keep flats indoors, in 


the greenhouse or the hotbed. Later 


crops may be sown outdoors from 
mid-April to the first week in July. 
Remember that one good cabbage 
will supply the average family with 
coleslaw for two or three meals. 


As the end of July approaches 
(or earlier under favorable weather 
conditions) the tomato crop begins 
to come in. Sweet peppers and cu- 
cumbers are also ripening, so ma- 
terials for varied salads are plentiful. 
The tomato crop will continue until 
frost, and even later, if green fruit 
is picked before frost, wrapped in 
newspaper, placed on a shelf and 
left to ripen. By storing in a cool 
room, 
several weeks; for quick ripening 
store at about 70°. And, by the 
way, why not grow a few yellow 
tomatoes to give your salads some 
variety of color? 

In the fall Chinese cabbage pro- 
vides a delicious salad ingredient. It 
is a little temperamental, bolting to 
seed when temperatures remain high 
and withering dismally in even a 
light frost. Sow seed in the garden 
during the first three weeks of July. 
If frost threatens in late September, 
protect with portable frames, salt 
hay or some other covering. If a late 
heat wave comes along, protect from 
sun by similar methods.

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endive, of which there are two va- 
rieties, broad-leaved (or escarole) 
and green-curled. The former is 
perhaps the more popular, but both 
are tender and appetizing when 
bleached (done by shielding from 
sunlight). This crop may also be 
prolonged with portable frames 
covered with sacking or canvas, 
which will serve the double purpose 
of protecting from frost and induc- 
ing bleaching. 


Finally, for an addition to almost 
any salad, there is the humble rad- 
ish, grown in spring or fall. Widely 
held to be the easiest of crops to 
grow, it belies its reputation by be- 
ing refractory to many gardeners. 
The most common cause of this is 
probably sowing too early. Quick 
germination and steady growth are 
required for good quality, and, while 
the radish is emphatically a cool 
weather vegetable, warm soil gives 
it a good send-off. These weather 
conditions are more easily obtain- 
able in the fall, the only danger 
being that a late heat wave may 
cause the radishes to blow them- 
selves up into pithy, inedible globes. 
However, they occupy little space 
and a ten-cent package contains 
many seeds. A trial sowing in either 
spring or fall is little cause for lamen- 
tation. 

For those with an_ inventive 
mind, fancy frills of many kinds 
can be added to almost any salad. 
Chopped apples, carrots, melon 
balls, celery, nuts, pineapple and 
maraschino cherries are but a few. 
However, their use is usually dic- 
tated by the culinary department 
rather than by the gardener. He 
can only hope that they will be kept 
in their right place as frills for the 
basic mixture of vegetables form- 
ing the substance of the salad.®

N AUGUST OF 1957, my wife, 

Mary, and I couldn't tell one 

gladiolus from another. In Au- 
gust of 1958, just one year later, we 
had achieved the lifetime goal of 
every gladiolus grower—we had 
won a Grand Champ award. Almost 
unbelievable, isn’t it? 

In August of 1957, if you had 
talked to us about KING DAviD, we 
would have assumed you were talk- 
ing about the Biblical king of Israel. 
Or if you had spoken to us about 
ZiG ZaG, we would have assumed 
you were talking about some crazy- 
looking lines. 

Since winning our Grand Champ, 
many of our friends who grow 
gladiolus, as well as those who re-

cently became interested, have 
asked how they, too, could grow 
prize-winning gladiolus. 

To us there are only a few simple 
rules or steps to follow. And if these 
steps are followed religiously, we be- 
lieve that any amateur can grow 
beautiful, prize-winning gladiolus. 
We are of course assuming at all 
times that you are a person who 
loves beauty, whether it be the 
beauty of a painting or the beauty 
of a sunset. To us the gladiolus is 
the most beautiful of all flowers. We 
have grown many kinds of garden 
flowers but only the gladiolus can be 
found in so many different sizes, 
shapes and colors. Only the glad- 
iolus has the ability to open one or

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two new florets each day, for as 
long as two to three weeks, with 
each new floret giving you the thrill 
of God’s handiwork. But let us turn 
back to the simple rules we have 
followed. We can summarize our 
experience in seven simple steps. 

Step 1: Join A GLADIOLUS So- 
ciety. In the spring of 1957 we 
learned that we were going to have 
the Central International Gladiolus 
Show here in Mt. Pleasant, Mich- 
igan, sponsored by the North 
American Gladiolus Council. 

As a local attorney and judge of 
our municipal court, I was asked to 
support the show, not only finan- 
cially but, more important, by ex- 
hibiting some of our garden gladiolus 
in the amateur section of the show. 
We knew nothing about them, ex- 
cept that they were beautiful. We 
immediately joined the North Amer- 
ican Gladiolus Council (R. D. No. 
1, Havre de Grace, Maryland). The 
yearly dues were only $2.00 and 
included a quarterly publication. 
This was in July. By return mail 
came the June Bulletin of the So- 
ciety and we read its eighty-two 
pages from cover to cover. We 
likewise devoured all future bulletins 
of the Society. 

Step 2: ENTER Your GLADIO- 
LUS IN A SHOW WHETHER YOt 
KNOW THEIR NAMES OR Not. True. 
this takes courage, but you will 
quickly find that gladiolus growers 
are a friendly lot and will bend over 
backwards to help you. In our case, 
we had about fifteen varieties in our 
garden but didn’t know the name of 
a single one. On the morning of -the 
Central International Show, we cut 
six spikes. Of these we were able to 
have only three identified by name 
with the help of the local growers 
at the show. Even so, we entered 
all six of them. We won three blue 
ribbons, two reds and a white. That 
really did the trick because we knew 
then that the gladiolus bug had bit- 
ten us. During the past few years 
more and more shows are setting up 
a separate Novice Section, open only 
to the amateur, and you do not have 
to know the name of the gladiolus 
you enter. You are thereby able 
to compete equally with other be- 
ginners. 

Step 3: TAKE AN ACTIVE Pari 
IN Your LocaL GLADIOLUS So- 
cieTY. The Central International 
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Typical of today’s fine gladiolus varieties is seedling at left

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Some favorite flowering 
trees and shrubs 


by C. W. WOOD 


BEAUTIFUL TREE OR SHRUB about your home 

will continue to give pleasure for many genera- 

tions. Some of the woody plants which have 
delighted me over a long lifetime are described here. 
Although none of the plants I mention are new, this 
does not mean that you should ignore some of the fine 
new plants that are being introduced each year. But 
I have lived many years with the older plants I will 
describe and I know them well—all have superior 
merits. 

A northern spring would not be complete without 
the exhilarating beauty of the service-berries. Each 
April I make a devout pilgrimage to a long range of 
low hills whose western slopes are lighted by. a myriad 
of white mounds of Amelanchier canadensis. Close 
examination reveals drooping clusters of white “roses” 
amid red, silky bracts and tiny, unfurling leaves of the 
same texture and color. This is followed in June by a 
bountiful harvest of pretty red fruits which call birds 
and man (if he recognizes the invitation) to the feast. 
Plants may attain a height of 30 feet or more, in rich 
soil with ample moisture. 

Red chokeberry, (Aronia arbutifolia) is a shrub 
native to the eastern United States. Growing to a height 
of 6 or 8 feet, its many branches covered with small, 
white (rarely tinged red) flowers in April and May, it 
is a lovely ornament at that time. But its real glory 
comes later when the red fruits nestle among its bril- 
liantly colored leaves. Cut branches are highly decora- 
tive indoors and last for a long time. 

Because aesthetic souls with a pastel complex have 
so vehemently condemned the “barbaric” color of the 
old Japanese quince (Chaenomeles japonica), it seems 
to have fallen on evil days. But it still holds a place 
in my affections and I am of the opinion that it will do 
the same for you if you keep it away from the yellow 
flowers of its season, especially the yellow of the for- 
sythias. Of course, it is now available in many colors; 
these include white, several shades of orange, rose-pink 
and a brilliant deep scarlet. 

The mention of forsythia reminds me that the golden-

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bells should be mentioned at this 
time, not that many need to be re- 
minded of their value in the spring 
landscape. But they are included 
merely as a matter of record, and to 
say that I still like Forsythia inter- 
media spectabilis best. Let it grow 
naturally into an 8-foot mound and 
see how beautiful golden-bells 
(deep, rich, gold) can be. 

The rose family gives us many 
good things in addition to roses, in- 
cluding a host of cotoneasters. As 
this is being written in late Decem- 
ber a wide-spreading bush of Coto- 
neaster racemiflora soongorica (5 
feet, or more, up, down and across ) 
is brilliant with its large red fruits. 
It has been that way since late Sep- 
tember. The evening grosbeaks 
think it is nice, too. It was just as 
lovely last May and June when it 
was smothered under a canopy of 
large (for a cotoneaster) white 
flowers. Near it is a real rose, 
Rosa _ rubifolia, with 7-foot erect 
branches, carrying a harvest of 
beautiful red hips, beloved of birds 
and man for their high vitamin C 
content. Those hips were preceded 
last June by pretty, little, bright 
pink, starlike roses. 

Page after page could be used to 
praise the crab-apples, but we must 
content ourselves with mention of 
two, tea crab and Hopa crab, not 
that they are necessarily the best, 
but that they are among the most 
satisfactory and are readily avail- 
able. Generally speaking, I am 
against all torturing of plants into 
grotesque shapes, but I have seen 
the tea crab Malus hupehensis made 
one-sided to accommodate a path 
which passed near it and the effect 
was quite pleasing. Given its way, 
it will grow into a 20-foot tree, 
with spreading, sometimes zigzag, 
branches which produce white or 
the palest of pink flowers, com- 
mencing about mid-May. At that 
time, it “is the very quintessence of 
crab-apple loveliness,” as its dis- 
coverer, Dr. E. H. Wilson, wrote. 

Hopa is a crab-apple hybrid of 
medium height. It is beautiful from 
the time its maroon leaves and fra- 
grant, deep pink flowers appear si- 
multaneously about the middle of 
May, through a long season of small, 
bright red, crab-apples from mid- 
summer until early winter. It has 
an added attraction to the cook be- 
cause it makes excellent jelly. 

Lilacs may seem too well known 


to need comment. But present-day 
gardeners are sO wrapped up in 
modern varieties they have prob- 
ably missed the good old ones. A 
few I recommend include SIEBOLD, 
double, creamy-white; REINE ELIza- 
BETH, a single white, and a heavy 
bloomer; CLARA COcHET, blush- 
pink, with great charm; LILAROsa, 
described by its name, and about 
the best of the pinks; PHILEMON, 
reddish buds opening to rich, dark 
purple; LupwiG SPAETH, one of the 
best purples ever introduced; AMI 
ScHOTT, lovely cobalt-blue. There 
you have a start; go on from there 
through the hundreds of varieties 
listed in American catalogs. 

Honeysuckles alone could make 
a large shrub garden with no hint 
of monotony. No wonder, then, that 
many (there are close to 200 of 
them distributed throughout the 
northern hemisphere) have found 
favor with gardeners. You no doubt 
have the tartarian species, Lonicera 
tartarica, in some form, and that is 
a good starting point in the genus, 
especially if it leads you to a very 
close, though entirely distinct, rela- 
tive, L. Maacki, the Amur honey- 
suckle. It does not replace the other 
kinds in my affections; rather it sup- 
plements them by its large flowers 
(the largest of the bush kinds that I 
know), usually pure white, turning 
to yellow. Flowering is later in the 
season than any of the others and 
the conspicuous bright red fruits 
persist through most of the winter. 
It grows to about 15 feet in height, 
making a noble sight. The blue- 
leaved honeysuckle, L. korolkowi, 
from Turkestan, will give you still 
another idea of honeysuckle beauty. 
Everything about this shrub is beau- 
tiful—graceful growth to 10 feet, 
distinctly blue leaves, clear rose- 
pink flowers late in the honeysuckle 
season and bright red fruits in 
August. In exposed places in my 
garden it, and the other blue-leaved 
kind, L. syringantha, were apt to 
winterkill. However, a seedling was 
usually left behind to carry on their 
beauty. 

Mock-oranges are so inconspicu- 
ous during the long time they are 
out of flower, lacking the showy 
fruits, brilliant foliage and distinctive 
bark which many of our shrubs and 
trees are blessed with, that I some- 
times wonder why they are so popu- 
lar. Then, when their flowering sea- 
son comes around, I know why they

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HE PLANTS OF THE HEATH 

family (ericaceae) are merely 

a part of the broadleaved group 
of evergreens and all require an acid 
soil containing an ample supply of 
organic material. For most of them, 
the most suitable soil is that within 
the range of pH 4.5 to pH 5.5, 
which is well below the neutral 
point, pH 7.0. 

For the majority of the shrubs of 
this family, the addition to a natu- 
rally acid soil of sufficient organic 
material of a kind that will maintain 
the acidity should ensure success. 
But if there is any doubt about the 
necessary degree of the soil’s acidity 
it is advisable to have it tested, as 
the line between successful and in- 
different culture is often a matter of 
small but usually important details. 

Soil-testing kits are available at 
moderate prices with which the 
homeowner is able to determine for 
himself the degree of acidity or alka- 
linity of his soil. They are simple to 
operate, but in order to obtain re- 
liable and comparable readings the 
instructions which accompany them 
must be strictly followed. County 
agricultural agents and state experi- 
ment stations will also supply the 
information if a soil sample is sent 
to them. These agencies usually 
provide a form to be filled out, with 
instructions as to how the soil sam- 
ples are to be taken. For a fee the 
tests are also made by private 
agencies. 

Too often such plants as rhodo- 
dendron, mountain-laurel, _ pieris, 
and others are to be seen with yel- 
low, undersized leaves, leggy stems, 
and a minimum of annual growth,

usually in conjunction with an al- 
most total lack of flowers. Several 
causes may be responsible, but in 
the East, except in limestone re- 
gions, the soil is usually on the acid 
side, and a much greater probability 
of poor plant behavior is due to an 
inadequate amount of organic mat- 
ter in the soil. Peat moss, decayed 
oak leaves, decayed pine needles, or 
decayed hardwood sawdust, all of 
which prevent the soil from packing 
and thereby permit the necessary 
amount of air to enter, also en- 
courage the multiplication of roots 
in plants of this group, so should be 
added in liberal quantities, particu-

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larly in close-textured and rather 
heavy soils. 

Another reason for unsatisfactory 
growth may be inadequate soil 
drainage, which is likely to occur 
in a clay soil, over a clay subsoil, or 
in low ground, where too many of 
the fine, hair-like roots will decay 
during those periods when the 
ground is more or less waterlogged. 
Contrarily, poor growth of these 
plants in foundation plantings or in 
very light soils may be due to an 
insufficient supply of moisture at the 
roots. Even though the eaves of a 
house do not overhang more than 
the average of a few inches, the 
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ground near the walls may be much 
drier than the householder ever sus- 
pects. But when they overhang 2 or 
3 feet, as in some modern dwellings, 
an almost desert-like condition may 
occur. Here again the spongy, 
water-holding ability of organic ma- 
terials, both in the soil and as sur- 
face mulches, is invaluable but must 
be supplemented by adequate sup- 
plies of water, especially during the 
time of active growth in spring and 
early summer, and before winter. 
Public water supplies are often 
alkaline, as are some well waters, 
and where it is necessary to use 
these sources of water in quantity to 
maintain the soil moisture, in time 
they will begin to show their delete- 
rious effect on the plants. As the 
soil becomes gradually more alka- 
line the plants show progressive 
signs of deterioration and, until the 
cause is realized, these signs are 
often hard to account for. 
Sufficient lime may be gradually

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washed from the walls of stucco 
houses, and to a lesser extent from 
those of stone or brick, to reduce the 
acidity of the soil around house 
foundations and for any of the above 
reasons an occasional check on its 
PH is advisable. 

Andromeda polifolia, “bog rose- 
mary.” A small bog shrub of north- 
ern North America, and of similar 
climates in Europe and Asia, princi- 
pally of interest in a collection of 
heath plants or a wet spot in the wild 
garden. It has wiry stems, | foot or 


more in height, from a creeping 


rootstock. Leaves opposite, very 
narrow, 1-1% inches long, with 
down-turned margins, and with a 
white bloom on the _ underside. 
Flowers individually small, %4 inch 
long, urn-shaped, pink or white, in 
clusters of a few flowers at the ends 
of the shoots. 

Arctostaphylos uva-ursi, “bear- 
berry.” A completely prostrate plant 
of North America, common on the 





ng heather which soon spreads to form vast drifts, 


northeastern coast, and of Europe 
and northern Asia. It grows in the 
poorest kind of sandy acid soil, often 
where little else will grow, and forms 
a beautiful ground cover for sandy 
banks. Leaves about 1 inch long, 
opposite, shiny, obovate, and blunt- 
ended. Flowers pinkish, urn-shaped, 
barely “4 inch in length, occurring 
in short racemes of a few flowers 
each, and followed by small, shiny, 
red berries. Unfortunately, it is not 
readily transplanted except from 
pots, and even when this precaution 
is taken it is not always easily estab- 
lished. Where it can be obtained 
from the wild it is sometimes taken 
up as frozen sods, or as thick turfs 
in spring, and set in planting sites 
prepared by mixing peat moss or 
other acid organic material and sand 
with the soil. Frozen sods are pre- 
pared by digging narrow trenches 
between the sods late in the fall of 
the year before the ground freezes. 
After the sods are frozen through, 
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they can be taken up without dis- 
turbing the roots. When conditions 
suit it, it seems to be insect- and 
disease- free, forms a dense carpet 
on the ground, and will grow in full 
sun or partial shade. 

Bruckenthalia spiculifolia, “spike- 
heath.” A dwarf, dense little plant 
about 6 inches high, with upright 
shoots which in due season are ter- 
minated by very short racemes bear- 
ing ¥s-inch, light pink, bell-shaped 
flowers crowded together. Leaves 
very narrow, heath-like, about % 
inch long, thickly arranged on the 
stems. Like its near relatives the 
Ericas and Calluna it is more effec- 
tive when planted in groups than 
singly. Native to Southeast Europe 
and Asia Minor, it should be given 
a position adequately drained in 
winter, and in most northern areas 
the protection of a covering of salt 
hay or evergreen branches. 

Calluna. The shrub given below 
is the only one in the genus. 

Calluna vulgaris (Erica vulgaris), 
“Heather,” “Ling.” A low shrub of 
Europe and Great Britain where it 
covers thousands of acres of acid 
moorland which become seas of 
purplish pink when the plants bloom 
in August and September. It is an 
old but still popular belief that to 
find a sprig of white Heather grow- 
ing among the acres of purple is ex- 
tremely lucky. Normally a_ plant 
1-1% feet in height, sometimes 
taller, the branches densely clothed 
with very tiny, about ',, inch long, 
scale-like leaves. In spring the 
shoots lengthen and branch to be- 
come flower-bearing stems on which 
the tiny flowers are thickly clustered. 
In some of the numerous varieties of 
this plant the flower-bearing portion 
may be 8-12 inches long, but in the 
wild form is usually about half that 
length. The flower color is com- 
monly described as purple, “the 
bonnie purple Heather,” but in the 
varieties, many of which are much 
more ornamental than the parent, 
ranges from white through pink and 
red to crimson, for which reason 
they are more commonly planted 
than the species. In spite of the fact 
that calluna has become naturalized 
to a very limited extent in parts of 
eastern North America it is not un- 
common in gardens, and is apt to 
suffer injury in severe winters until 
such time as it is well established 
and completely covers the ground, 
and before this occurs a winter cov- 


ering is advisable. Planting on a 
slope is preferable to flat ground, for 
though moisture in the soil is essen- 
tial, in winter in the northern cli- 
mate water should never stand about 
their roots. The plants should be 
sheared in spring before growth 
commences, in order to keep them 
low and induce greater density of 
branching, a practice which also 
seems to increase their ability to 
withstand winter cold. 

Among the more ornamental va- 
rieties are: alba minor, white, me- 
dium height; alba pilosa, white, tall, 
grayish coating of short hairs; Al- 
porti, crimson, tall, one of the best; 
atrorubens, crimson, medium height; 
coccinea, crimson, tall; cuprea, pur- 
ple, medium height, golden foliage 
in summer, bronze in winter; Foxi, 
pink, very dwarf, does not always 
flower freely; Hammondi, white, 
tall; plena (multiplex), pink, double, 
like minute double-flowered roses; 
Searlei, white, tall, one of the latest. 

Daboécia cantabrica (D. polifo- 
lia), “Irish heath.” One of the 
showiest of the dwarf plants of the 
heath family because of its larger 
individual flowers. Usually a foot 
or less in height, it has alternate, 
sharply pointed, shiny, dark green, 
Y-inch leaves, with white, fine, 
short hairs beneath. Flowers pur- 
ple, as much as % inch long, urn- 
shaped, drooping, and rather loosely 
arranged on a raceme to 6 inches 
long, but longer in some of its va- 
rieties. Var. alba, with white flow- 
ers, is one of the prettiest; var. 
atropurpurea has longer racemes 
and is much brighter colored than 
the species; and in var. bicolor the 
flowers are mostly white streaked 
with purple, and usually other flow- 
ers are white or purple; var. pallida 
has pink flowers. A native of Spain 
and Ireland, Daboécia has about the 
same degree of hardiness as Bruck- 
enthalia and should be provided 
with a gritty, peaty soil and protec- 
tion in winter such as is suggested 
for the latter.

tus,” “mayflower.” This well-loved 
native of eastern North America has 
suffered much wanton destruction 
because its delightful fragrance has 
been the excuse for its wholesale 
collection for commercial sale. Too 
often, in order to obtain the flower- 
ing shoots, the whole plant was 
ripped out of the ground, a totally 
unjustifiable form of vandalism. 
Fortunately, some states now pro- 
tect it by law, garden clubs prohibit 
its use in arrangements, and con- 
servationists are exerting their efforts 
in every way to have it protected. It 
is a prostrate plant forming patches, 
most frequently in some shade, 
though it may also be found in sunny 
places. Leaves alternate, varying in 
size according to the conditions un- 
der which it is growing and to a 
lesser extent on the plant itself, to 
3 inches long, and more or less 
coarse-hairy on both surfaces and 
the leaf margins. The bell-shaped 
flowers in small terminal clusters are 
white or a delicate pink, about 2 
inch wide. Always difficult of culti- 
vation, any attempt to establish it in 
the garden should be with pot-grown 
plants in a shady, well-drained loca- 
tion in an open soil made acid with 
peat moss, decayed pine needles. 

Erica, “heath.” The hardy heaths 
are pretty, small shrubs which, like 
calluna, are more effective as points 
of interest when planted several to- 
gether or in masses than as single 
plants. They require the same soil 
conditions as the latter, in sun or 
light broken shade. In areas away 
from the coast, they should be given 
a winter covering of evergreen 
branches or salt hay, at least until 
such time as they are thoroughly es- 
tablished. Most of the hardy kinds 
originate in western Europe—those 
from the Mediterranean region are 
generally too tender, and the South 
African species quite out of consid- 
eration for eastern gardens. 

Erica carnea, “spring heath,” is 
excellent, and the one most exten- 
sively planted, as it is hardy enough 
to take the winters without protec- 
tion, except perhaps young plants, 
and it will tolerate a drier, less acid 
soil than most other species. Usually 
about 10 inches tall with linear 
leaves %4 inch long which are ar- 
ranged in rings of four around the 
stems. The flowers, of about the 
same length, are produced in the leaf 
axils on the upper part of the 
shoots, but all incline to one side of 





the shoot instead of being regularly 
arranged around it. They are deep 
pink to red, and normally begin to 
open in March or April, but mild, 
sunny weather in November and 
December will cause many of them 
to open at that time. 

Erica cinerea, “twisted heath.” 
From western Europe, this is usually 
a plant to 1 foot or a little more in 
height, and with its flower color one 
of the daintiest heaths. The young 
shoots are downy, and clusters of 
smaller leaves develop in the axils 
of the %-inch regular leaves, which 
usually occur in whorls of three 
around the stems. Flowers ovoid, 
purplish red, about the same length 
as the leaves, crowded on terminal 
racemes. The delightful FE. ciliaris, 
fringed heath, from southwest 
Europe and the British Isles is not 
sufficiently hardy for general plant- 
ing, but its larger pink flowers, al- 
most % inch long, on terminal 
racemes to 4 inches long, make it 
worth trial near the coast or where 
conditions favor the growth of 
heaths. 

Erica darleyensis. This hybrid, 
with E. carnea as one of its parents, 
is a taller plant than the latter, but 
neither quite so hardy nor showy, 
though it has the same soil toler- 
ances. Except for its greater height 
and slightly smaller flowers it is 
almost identical with E. carnea. 

Erica Tetralix, ‘“cross-leaved 
heath.” A rather loosely habited, 
spreading plant 1-1'% feet tall, and 
one of the hardiest and best. Cov- 
ered with a fine down which gives it 
a grayish green appearance. Leaves 
about ¥% inch long, arranged in four 
ranks along the stems, and “%-inch 
rose-colored flowers. 

Erica vagans, “Cornish heath.” 
This plant makes a low mass of in- 
tertwined stems of a rather conspicu- 
ous light brown color. As in E. 
carnea the flowers occur in the axils 
of the leaves, but they do not appear 
until midsummer, do not crowd to 
one side of the shoots, and are 
smaller, paler, and pinkish purple 
in color. It is one of the hardiest. 

Gaultheria. There are a number 
of gaultherias, but only the two 
given below are of importance in 
northeastern gardens. Though some 
others are Western natives they are 
difficult to obtain and little culti- 
vated, and those from China and 
Japan are generally rather too ten- 
der in most areas. 


Gaultheria procumbens, ‘“Winter- 
green.” A dwarf, North American 
ground cover with underground 
stems from which simple shoots 
arise to about 4-5 inches. Each is 
topped by a few shiny, leathery 
leaves, to 1% inches long, roughly 
oval in shape, with shallow, rounded 
teeth. Flowers small, white, droop- 
ing, which appear singly in the axils 
of the leaves and are followed by 
bright red, %-inch berries which 
remain through. the winter, but 
flowers and fruits are partly hidden 
by the leaves. It prefers partial 
shade, and may be used as an edg- 
ing or ground cover for taller plants 
of the heath family. 

Gaultheria Shallon. A _ western 
species, usually requiring partial 
protection from winter sun and wind 
in the East. To 1% feet or more in 
height, the shoots clothed with stiff 
bristles. It spreads by underground 
stems, and forms an attractive tall 
ground cover when used alone or in 
combination with still taller erica- 
ceous plants. Leaves broad-ovate, 
to 4 inches long, with small saw-like 
teeth. Flowers on 4-inch racemes 
which are clustered at the ends of 
the shoots, bearing %-inch ovate 
white or pinkish flowers. The ber- 
ries, about % inch across, are first 
purple, then black. 

Gaylussacia, “huckleberry.” De- 
ciduous or evergreen shrubs, some 
with edible berries, though not of 
such good quality as the blueberry 
(Vaccinium) which not infrequently 
is called huckleberry. 

Gaylussacia brachycera, “Box 
huckleberry.”. A small eastern 
North American plant of very local 
occurrence, 10-12 inches tall from 
underground creeping stems. Leaves 
alternate, oval, usually less than | 
inch long, thick and shiny, with 
small rounded teeth and tiny white 
or pinkish flowers borne on very 
short racemes in the leaf axils. It 
very rarely produces its blue fruits 
in the wild, and probably not at all 
in cultivation. Occasionally used as 
a ground cover. Huckleberry pie 
in restaurants is not huckleberry but 
most frequently made of the fruit 
of one of the vacciniums. 

Kalmia. The kalmias are all pretty 
in flower, and those named below are 
eastern natives. K. latifolia is the 
outstanding member and among the 
most beautiful of evergreen flower- 
ing shrubs, with the added satisfac- 
tion that it is perfectly hardy and 
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always attractive in the Northeast if 
given suitable growing conditions. 

Kalmia angustifolia, “sheep lau- 
rel,” “lambkill.”. This very hardy 
North American shrub when in 
bloom does not approach in beauty 
its larger relative, K. latifolia, moun- 
tain-laurel, and only to a limited 
extent finds a place in gardens, 
though it is well suited to a moist 
place in the wild garden. Normally 
to about 3 feet tall, it has narrow, 
lance-shaped leaves about 2 inches 
long, which are usually opposite on 
the shoots but sometimes in threes. 
The purplish red, basin-shaped 
flowers, ¥3 inch or a little less in 
diameter, are produced in clusters 
in the axils of the upper leaves of 
the shoots from the previous year. 
The common name lambkill derives 
from the belief that the foliage is 
poisonous to sheep. 

Kalmia latifolia, “‘mountain-lau- 
rel.” This native of eastern North 
America is probably familiar to 
every gardener living in the East, 
either as a very handsome garden 
shrub or as wild growth. When in 
bloom it is, without doubt, one of 
the most beautiful hardy evergreens, 
native or introduced. Commonly 
seen as a plant 2-6 feet in height, it 
may considerably exceed this size, 
particularly in its more southerly 
range. The alternate, rather thick, 
dark green, narrow-oval leaves, to 4 
inches long, paler on the underside, 
give the plant a rather solid appear- 
ance, but its real beauty comes with 
the flowers. These are usually pink, 
though the shade varies from white 
to red, which may be due to en- 
vironmental factors. Varietal names 
have been given to some of these 
color variations. The flowers come 
in dense clusters at the ends of the 
shoots, each flower basin-shaped, 
%4-1 inch in width. It prefers a 
gritty, acid soil and will tolerate 
quite wet ground; and although 
its native haunts it is often found on 
thin, rocky soils, when so located it 
does not always flower freely or 
regularly. The leaves are a darker 
green and the flowers last longer if 
it has the benefit of light shade. 

Kalmia polifolia, “swamp laurel,” 
“bog laurel.” Quite pretty when in 
bloom, this loosely branched little 
shrub is a good border plant in 
moist, acid soil but perhaps more 
fittingly accommodated in the wild 
garden. One-2 feet tall, it has two- 
edged shoots and narrow leaves, op- 


posite or in threes, about | '% inches 
long, shiny above and white beneath. 
The red flowers are terminal on the 
shoots and %2-% inch wide. 

Leiophyllum buxifolium, “sand- 
myrtle.” An _ upright, 1'%-foot 
shrub, with smooth stems and leaves, 
the latter oval, about % inch long, 
and mostly alternate. Flowers white, 
each about % inch in width, in 
clusters on the ends of the shoots. 

Leiophyllum Lyoni (L. buxifo- 
lium var. prostratum), “Allegheny 
sand myrtle.” Much more prostrate 
in habit, with smaller, mostly oppo- 
site leaves. They are natives of 
Eastern states, and very pretty addi- 
tions to a group of 
plants. 

Leucothoé axillaris. This plant 
does not differ greatly from the more 
familiar L. editorum, but is from a 
lower elevation and a more southerly 
range in the eastern United States 
and consequently not so hardy. The 
leaves average less in length, to 
about 4 inches, are broader and 
more abruptly pointed than in L. 
editorum, and it is in no way su- 
perior to the latter. 

Leucothoé editorum (L. 
baei), “drooping leucothoé.” A 
well-known shrub, native of the 
eastern United States, in common 
use in borders and foundation plant- 
ings as a plant 2-4 feet high, al- 
though in favorable locations it may 
be half again as tall. It is particu- 
larly suitable for shady positions, 
though when so placed the foliage 
will not assume such bright winter 
color as when more fully exposed to 
the sun. Leaves ovate-lanceolate, to 
6 inches long, smooth, shiny, and 
drawn out to a point. They are dark 
green in summer, but the young ex- 
panding leaves and shoots are often 
most attractively reddish bronze in 
color, and in winter turn a deep 
purplish red. Flowers “4 inch long, 
white, produced in drooping racemes, 
the longest racemes near the base 
of the flowering portion of the 
shoots, becoming shorter toward the 
outer end. The racemes are formed 
in summer, but at that time are com- 
pressed and the flower buds very 
small, and they assume a brighter 
color than the leaves as winter ap- 
proaches. The racemes do not 
elongate or the buds expand until 
the lengthening days of the follow- 
ing spring. A handsome shrub 
any time of year because of the 
changes in foliage color. 
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Leucothoé Davisiae, from the 
West, is 2 feet or more in height. 
Leaves oval to 2% inches long, 
blunt-pointed. Flowers drooping, 
white, % inch long, in terminal and 
axillary upright racemes, 3-4 inches 
long. A very pretty shrub, but 
should be given protection. 

Leucothoé Keiskei. This species 
is from Japan, and has white, cylin- 
drical, 42-inch flowers, larger than 
those of any leucothoé. 

Pernettya mucronata. Particu- 
larly interesting for its brightly 
colored berries which persist all win- 
ter, but not sufficiently hardy for 
general planting in the northeastern 
area, though worth trial near the 
coast or further south. A shrub of 
a foot or more in height, spreading 
by suckers, with alternate, ovate, 
shiny, sharply pointed leaves to % 
inch long. Flowers  urn-shaped, 
white, about % inch long, which 
come in the axils of the leaves, and 
the berries red. There are, however, 
a great many varietal forms in which 
the color of the berries ranges from 
white to pink, red, lilac, or purple, 
and in size from peas to small 
marbles. Native to Chile and Ma- 
gellan region. 

Phyllodoce. The phyllodoces are 
dwarf shrubs requiring rather special 
care if they are to be grown success- 
fully. For most of them a cool, 
moist, shady place in the rock gar- 
den provides the most suitable en- 
vironment. 

Phyllodoce Breweri, from the 
Sierra Nevadas, is under a foot in 
height, with leaves to % inch long. 
Flowers saucer-shaped, purplish 
pink, “% inch across, on short ra- 
cemes terminal on the shoots. 

Phyllodoce caerulea. A_ small 
shrub with crowded, spreading 
shoots, to 6 inches high, from the 
northern alpine regions of the world. 
Leaves linear, less than 2 inch long, 
with %-inch, purple, urn-shaped 
flowers produced singly or a few 
together on slender stalks. 

Pieris. floribunda, ‘“Mountain- 
pieris,” commonly called mountain 
andromeda, is one of the best of 
hardy, evergreen, flowering shrubs. 
Usually 3-4 feet high, in its early 
years it is rather spreading in habit. 
Shoots have a coating of stiff hairs. 
Leaves alternate, ovate, to about 3 
inches long, of a rather dull green, 
with a few teeth, and hairy on the 
margins. The 3- to 4-inch clustered, 
upright racemes are made up of 
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many drooping, white, urn-shaped, 
Y%-inch flowers. It is native to the 
southern portion of the Allegheny 
Mountains. Considerably hardier 
than P. japonica, it lacks something 
of the grace of the latter and does 
not transplant so readily. 

Pieris Forresti, a Chinese species, 
is remarkable for the brilliance of its 
bronzy red young leaves and stems, 
the color being consistent and re- 
tained to a later stage of develop- 
ment than in P. japonica. Unfortu- 
nately, it is not satisfactorily hardy 
north of Washington, D.C. 

Pieris japonica, “Japanese pieris,” 
commonly called Japanese androm- 
eda. One of the choicer evergreens 
for border and foundation plantings, 
and beautiful at any period of the 
year. Usually a shrub 2-5 feet tall, 
and rather less in breadth, it may 
grow much taller in a suitable en- 
vironment. Leaves alternate, glossy, 
about 3 inches long, usually widest 
above the middle, and as they un- 
fold in spring often a beautiful red- 
dish bronze, in striking contrast to 
the dark green of the older, mature 
leaves. The intensity of coloring, 
however, varies in different plants. 
The flower buds are formed in the 
summer on terminal racemes, and 
are conspicuous throughout the win- 
ter because of the reddish hue they 
assume with the approach of 
colder weather. With the increasing 
warmth of spring, the racemes 
lengthen to 4-5 inches and become 
fully pendulous, the buds increase in 
size and change from green to white, 
at which time they are ovoid and 
about % inch long. The length of 
the flower clusters, combined with 
the number of flowers they bear, 
and their very pronounced drooping 
habit give the plant a very graceful 
appearance. Though often grown 
where it is fully exposed to the sun, 
light shade is to be preferred. 

Vaccinium  vitis-idaea, “cow- 
berry.” A low ground cover 8-9 
inches high from a creeping root- 
stock. Leaves alternate, leathery, 
oval, about 1 inch long, covered on 
the underside with black, bristly 
dots; and %-inch, drooping, pink 
flowers in small clusters, followed 
by dark red, bitter berries, % inch 
wide. This plant is from Europe and 
Asia, but the half size native North 
American variety minus, makes a 
denser growth and is a daintier little 
plant. Both are tolerant of a rather 
dry, peaty soil.®

Dahlias are 
rewarding 


HETHER YOU LIKE small dainty flowers on com- 

pact plants or bold blooms 7 inches across on 

8-foot plants, dahlias will fill your need. From 
a rooted cutting or tuber purchased in spring you can 
pick dozens of flowers from midsummer until heavy 
frost. In cool fall weather the flowers take on an added 
richness of color and are especially appreciated at a 
time when there is little else in bloom. The following 
year tubers can be divided or cuttings taken from new 
growth to supply several additional plants. 

Use the small-flowered, low-growing varieties in front 
of the border or in solid beds by themselves. The large- 
flowered varieties, borne on tall plants, need plenty of 
room and should be placed either in back of the border 
or in beds devoted only to them. Where large numbers 
of dahlias are grown it is easiest to take care of them 
in separate beds but their use in a mixed border should 
not be overlooked. 

Select a location that receives full sun. Planting 
should be done after the soil has warmed; earlier plant- 
ing can be damaging. Dig a generous-sized hole 8 
inches deep and work a small amount of bone meal or 
other fertilizer with soil in bottom. Place the tuber 
horizontally with eyes facing upwards and cover with 
about 2 inches of soil. As plant grows, gradually fill in 
soil until level with surrounding surface. 

Keep the soil well cultivated about the plants and 
water well during hot weather. Use raffia or soft cord 
to tie the plants to the stakes about every 12 inches. 
For the largest flowers, the side buds should be removed 
when they first appear. 

Spray regularly about every two weeks to control in- 
sects. Most insects that are troublesome on dahlias can 
be controlled with DDT. If aphids are present, use 
pyrethrum or nicotine sulphate and for red spider mite 
malathion or other miticide. Mildew is sometimes ap- 
parent in the fall. To control, dust underside of leaves 
with dusting sulphur. 

Tubers are dug in the fall after a frost has destroyed 
the plants. Gently loosen the plant from all sides with 
a spading fork using care so as not to break the tubers, 
which are very brittle. Store tubers in boxes covered 
with newspaper or filled with peat moss or vermiculite, 
or pack in polyethylene bags. Store at 40°-45°. 

Cut flowers when they have fully opened. Remove 
lower leaves and plunge immediately in deep water. Let 
remain in water overnight if possible before arrangins 
If flowers are wilted, let stand in warm water.®

PECIALISTS are pretty well 
- agreed on the best azaleas and 

rhododendrons for the North- 
east. Many sorts of acceptable, in- 
different or inferior quality are on 
the market and it is surprising that 
there is so little argument about 
which cultivars do possess the great- 
est beauty and utility in the garden. 
The wide sale of unnamed seedlings 
is deplored and the general distribu- 
tion to the public of clones which 
should have been discarded many 
years ago is condemned, but there is

not much disagreement about the 
top fifteen that ought to be consid- 
ered first by anyone who plans to 
landscape with rhododendrons and 
azaleas. Some of the favorites are 
improved forms of rhododendrons 
that have been in commerce for a 
long time. Others are hybrids re- 
cently introduced by their origina- 
tors. Still others are old standbys 
that simply have not been surpassed. 

Every collector of rhododendrons 
looks forward to the earliest spring- 
time bloom and Rhododendron 


mucronulatum signals the end of 
winter with a gratifying flurry of 
lavender blossoms. It has been a 
favorite for generations, planted 
with forsythia to make a bright 
splash of color in a landscape still 
dreary from the grasp of winter. The 
new CORNELL PINK form of mu- 
cronulatum makes an even cheerier 
picture with its much brighter, purer 
color. There is also a new seed- 
grown strain of greatly improved 
color. Either makes a delicately 
beautiful combination planted with 
the pale pink Magnolia stellata 
WATERLILY. Both are hardy almost 
anywhere. 


For the larger garden with a plant- 
ing site offering some frost protec- 
tion the spectacular R. sutchuenense 
blooms in early April with clusters 
of pink flowers sometimes as much 
as 8 inches across on a_ 15-foot

shrub famous for its large, handsome 
foliage. This is another colorful 
signpost on the road to spring that 
is scarcely known at all to the gar- 
dening public. Its early flowers are 
so frost resistant that I have seen it 
bloom with late snow on the leaves, 
but it needs a sheltered site and one 
which shields the blossoms from 
morning sun. Surely there are thou- 
sands of gardens with such an op- 
portunity for R. sutchuenense to dis- 
play its beauty. It is hardy as far 
north as Boston. Unfortunately it is 
not readily available. 

A new dwarf small-leaved rhodo- 
dendron, PIONEER, has recently re- 
ceived quicker acceptance and 
approval than any introduction in 
the last generation. Blooming in 
early spring with masses of rose- 
pink flowers, this remarkable plant 
of conveniently small dimensions 
would be almost certain to appear 
on any list of favorites. The dense, 
polished evergreen foliage and ex- 
traordinary profusion of sprightly 
blossoms in April mark it for univer- 
sal popularity in the opinion of most 
experts. It is hardy to Boston. My 
largest plant, now six years old, has 
a faultless rounded outline and is 
noticeably slowing its growth at 
about 2 feet. 


No man-made hybrid has ever re- 
placed the early-blooming royal 
azalea, R. schlippenbachi, with its 
large pink flowers poised like 
swarming pastel butterflies at the tip 
of almost every twig just as’ the 
leaves start to unfurl. In this age 
of mass production many nursery- 
men are reluctant to grow it because 
it is a little temperamental in its 
early youth, but it is a sturdy, care- 
free and remarkably beautiful azalea 
by the time it reaches the size sold 
for home landscaping. The royal 
azalea is worth a little search, and 
then it should be bought in the nurs- 
ery when the plants are in bloom so 
that the deeper pink shades, which 
are more effective, can be selected. 
A few nurseries offer a selected 
strain with uniformly clear pink 
flowers. This species is hardy to 25 
below zero. 


The Gable hybrids are still su- 
preme among evergreen azaleas in 
the Northeast.

spring frosts. As a rule the soil here 
in Douglas, Wyoming, and in other 


parts of the Rocky Mountain area is | 


cold late into May. By using a hot- 
bed you can have some half-hardy 
and even a few tender plants ready 
to transplant by the time the soil is 
warm enough. 


Last year in April I made a simple 
hotbed. I nailed four boards to- 
gether in a rectangle and placed 
them on the sunny, south side of my 
house. I used 12-inch boards, two 
of them 10 feet long and the other 
two 5 feet. 
inches deep in the soil, spaded the 
soil deep and worked it all up into 


a fine loose texture. The top half of | 


the soil was removed and saved. 


Then I used an ancient method of | 


generating heat by hauling in several 
wheelbarrel loads of fresh horse ma- 
nure and spreading this evenly on 
the soil. I replaced the loose soil 
and raked it smooth.

sun and from the fermenting manure 
beneath.

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My 20 favorite 
African-violets 


by FLOYD L. JOHNSON 


FOUND IT INTERESTING com- 
| posing this list of my twenty 

favorite African-violet varieties. 
There were so many different things 
to consider. The varieties I chose 
are not the very latest introductions 
—far from it. In fact, some of my 
favorites would be considered very 
old by many collectors. Evaluation 
played a big part in my choice and 
I had to place them in alphabetical 


order as I find that it would be quite 
difficult to choose just one for first 
place—all are tops with me. 

BLack Macic—This variety has 
very beautiful, deep, dark purple 
blossoms with dark foliage usually 
shaped like a heart. 

Boyce Epens—One of the nice 
things about this variety is that it 
usually produces a goodly number 
of flowers. It has large blossoms of 


quite dark bicolor; the leaves are a 
beautiful dark green. 

DorotHy GrAyYy—This happens 
to be one of the newer varieties, a 
light, double pink with chartreuse 
edges. The two colors truly compli- 
ment each other—as well as the fine 
lady for whom it was named. 

DouBLE PINK CLouD—This has 
been one of my favorites since it 
first came out. It may be more of a 
double than the first Pink CLoups 
but it is a beautiful shade of pink. It 
is not too light and is always selected 
by those who want a real pink. 

EpitH CAVELL—The bicolored 
flowers of this variety are most out- 
standing. The leaves are also an 
unusual dark bronze color. A well- 
grown plant of this variety is an eye 
catcher. 

EMPEROR WILHELM—This has 
been a very popular variety and took

EvELYN JOHNSON—If these va- 
rieties were listed in order of my 
preference, this one would surely be 
at the top for at least two reasons. 
One is that the plant has very pleas- 
ing round, girl type of leaves which 
are a beautiful setting for the large, 
double, pink blossoms. And, of 
course, being named for my wife 
does put another star in its crown— 
at least in my estimation. This va- 
riety has been in demand since it 
was first introduced in 1956 and has 
not lost its popularity. It is always 
near the top of almost everybody’s 
list of favorites.

It is a good bloomer and while the 
blossoms may not be the largest 
ever grown, it makes up for it in 
exceptional quantity. 

PAINTED GiIRL—This _ variety 
made a hit with me from the time it 
was introduced. The blossoms vary 
in color but usually are white with 
red edges. Sometimes they are half 
white and half red. This one does 
have one bad feature, though, as it 
sometimes reverts back and _ this 
makes the grower most unhappy. It 
is a very good bloomer, and the 
variation in color makes it appeal- 
ing to a collector. 

PINK CHEER—This was the first 
deep single pink with dark foliage 
and sold like the proverbial hot 
cakes at the Chicago African Violet 
Society convention. It headed the 
Society’s list of favorites for quite 
a while. The color combination of 
flower and leaf is very good. 

PINK CUSHION—The lovely quilt- 
ed leaves of this variety make a per- 
fect setting for the double pink 
blossoms. This variety grows into a 
large plant and has taken top honors 
at many shows. It is a special fa- 
vorite of mine. 

REDDERNESS—Here is the reddest 
of the reds that will always be a 
favorite of mine. Possibly some day 
we will have a brighter red.

Arrangements to live with

HE SPRING FLOWER SHOws held in cities all across 
the country are as exciting for the flower arranger 
as for the ardent gardener. We’re excited by the 
scents of spring blossoms, by the sight of well-designed 
gardens and by lighted niches that set off arrangements 
containing a wealth of plant materials. The previews 
of new varietiés and enticing colors tempt us into 
locating the seeds or plants for setting out in the 
garden in the near future. A fall show will give us 
an opportunity to exhibit our successes. 
The details of handsome niche arrangements partic- 
ularly attract and hold my attention at the International 
Flower Show held in New York City’s Coliseum. Ex-

hibitors experiment long before the show in order to 
find the best way to dramatize a flower by emphasizing 
a special feature. Seen are many unexpected combina- 
tions of plant materials from all over the world. One 
arrangement might be composed of tropical blooms from 
Africa, Hawaiian foliage and tulips from Holland. 
Arrangements grow more popular with the public 
each year as they stir the imagination and can be related 
to home decorations. Mrs. J. Smith, Mineola, New York, 
has emphasized contrast in her arrangement of pussy 
willows with tulips.

be against leafy branches. Glossy 
begonia leaves repeat the shining 
texture and tie the arrangement to 
the container. 


The combination of roses—ram- 
blers with floribundas—in Julia Ber- 
rall’s arrangement in Steuben glass is 
ideal for the center of a room on a 
glass or mahogany table where it 
would relate to other furnishings. 
Its charmingly relaxed and beauti- 
fully positioned roses sparkle with 
vitality in glass. 


The carnation arrangement by 
Mrs. Adolph Fuhs of Carmel, New 
York, suggests a particular room 
where it would be related to tradi- 
tional furnishings. The shape of 
the arrangement implies that it 
would stand against a wall on a 
small table or sideboard. Mrs. Fuhs 
used euonymus foliage to emphasize 
the carnations’ form as well as for 
decorative effect. The silver egg 
warmer was adapted for use as a 
flower container; perhaps you have 
a silver piece that would serve in 
the same way. 


Ideas for garden planting can 
come from striking combinations 
seen in flower arrangements.

USA at the 
Floriade 


f bee UNITED STATES FLORIADE 
exhibit is taking form as the 
opening day—March 25—of the 
great international horticultural ex- 
hibition in Rotterdam, Holland, 
nears. Under the direction of the 
American Horticultural Council the 
American exhibit is designed to show 
the role of horticulture in American 
life—and it is the first time the 
United States has ever participated 
in an international horticultural show 
abroad. 

Our participation in the Floriade 
is a joint venture of the United 
States Government and private citi- 
zens interested in horticulture. The 
central feature of our exhibit will 
be a typical middle-income Ameri- 
can home (FLOWER GrRoweR, Janu- 
ary 1960, page 86), and the grounds 
of this home will be landscaped with 
a great variety of plantings. The 
lawn areas will be expertly main- 
tained. 

Of great fascination to the non- 
American visitor (and there will 
probably be almost five million) will 
be the commercial garden center. 
The supermarket character of the 
modern American garden center will 
be an eye-opener to professional and 
casual visitors to the United States 
exhibit. 

The garden center will be well 
stocked with merchandise, all priced 
in order to give a valid idea of the 
availability of garden supplies to the 
average American. There will be 
everything from chemicals, seeds, 
hand tools, nursery stock and power 
equipment, to garden clothing. 

In a library and information cen- 
ter there will be garden books 
and magazines, including FLOWER 
GROWER. 

In a special area of the 342-acre 
American exhibit there will be a dis- 
play of American-bred roses, ar- 
ranged by the All-America Rose 
Selections and the American Rose 
Society. Nearby will stand a plastic 
greenhouse containing tropical and 
subtropical plants. The Lord and 
Burnham greenhouse will interest

millions of visitors as an example of 
American prefabricated, easily as- 
sembled, inexpensive home green- 
houses in a variety of plastic cover- 
ings. 

The Arnold Arboretum exhibit 
(see FLOweR Grower for Febru- 
ary 1960, page 93) will contain a 
display of plants discovered and in- 
troduced to the United States and 
other countries. Other examples of 
the role played in American horti- 
culture by our arboretums and 
botanical gardens will be found in 
exhibits arranged by Longwood 
Gardens and the American Associa- 
tion of Botanical Gardens and Arbo- 
retums.

The Floriade will be the outstand- 
ing international horticultural event 
of the year and many, many thou- 
sands of gardeners from all over the 
world will travel to Rotterdam.

GARDENER INDOORS 


The Home 
Greenhouse 


by VICTOR GREIFF 


HE GREENHOUSE WORLD enjoys a 

premature spring in these length- 
ening days while the blustery out- 
door weather in the North still tries 
our endurance. Memories of spring 
flower shows lead to the opinion that 
the March greenhouse flowering 
calendar includes all the flower 
treasures of the world. Certainly the 
lucky greenhouse gardener has a 
wide field for selection. He can grow 
in his little domain any of these 
beauties that will fit into it—even 
a flowering dogwood or fruit tree if 
he can dwarf them, a rather popular 
field of endeavor. 

The bold statement that anything 
can be grown in the greenhouse is 
better understood if we divide plants 
into groups. First, we may group 
together all the hardy outdoor flora 
which would normally bloom later— 


rock garden and border perennials, 
bulbs, shrubs (including roses) and 
trees. These are brought in from 
nursery, border and cold frame and 
skillfully forced to be at their best 
for the show. 

The home greenhouse fan, partic- 
ularly in cold regions, will get the 
greatest of pleasure with little effort 
from the second group. Included 
here are woody and _ herbaceous 
plants not quite hardy outdoors in 
his area—tender azaleas, camellias, 
lantanas and fuchsias to name a few 
that are often seen. 

A third group includes the tender 
garden annuals that are grown from 
seed in simulated summer climate. 

Coolhouse plants grown from 
seed are another glamorous group 


for bloom at this time. Some were 
sown last summer—calceolaria, 
cineraria, nemesia, schizanthus and 
Primula malacoides. Others, such 
as cyclamen, were sown nearly two 
years ago for flowers now. 

The tremendous group of exotics 
includes the varied begonias, glox- 
inias and other gesneriads, the mag- 
nificent orchids, bromeliads, cacti 
and succulents, geraniums and a 
host of other hobby flowers. 

Tender bulbs include the flam- 
boyant amaryllis and the coolhouse 
bulbs of South African origin— 
freesia, Gladiolus tristis and many 
others. 

Even some plants considered ex- 
clusively fall bloomers, because they 
are triggered by shortening days, can 
be made to flower now by manipu- 
lation of timing, shading and arti- 
ficial light. Notable in this group 
are chrysanthemums which can be 
timed to flower every month. 

So do not be surprised at any 
plant you see in bloom in March! 

Work this month includes prepa- 
ration for the outdoor garden. The 
choicest dahlia clumps are sprout- 
ing in a bench of soil over a heating 
cable. Cuttings can be taken from 
these plants every few days. Rooted 
in perlite-vermiculite mixture they 
will make blooming plants by sum- 
mer; this is the quickest way to in- 
crease stock of a favorite variety. 
Hardy primula seeds (Primula veris, 
P. polyantha, P. japonica, P. den- 
ticulata and others) can be sown 
now (after a month or two in the 
refrigerator). Seeds are fine so 
sprinkle on a layer of sphagnum 
moss over sterile soil and do not 
cover seeds. 

I am keeping careful watch over 
a seed pan of super-choice ruffled 
coleus. From the seedlings I hope 
to select a plant that will replace an 
old favorite that I gave away freely, 
then lost outdoors last summer— 
how I never did determine. 

Some verbenas and semperflorens 
begonias are sown now to give siz- 
able plants by early summer; sal- 
piglossis is also sown early to flower 
before summer heat, which is detri- 
mental to proper development. 

Rooted cuttings of tender favorites 
can be pinched to yield more cut- 
tings and assure an ample supply. 

Thus enjoyment from past work 
combines with work to produce fu- 
ture pleasures in the busy green- 
house day.®

Growing camellias 


in a greenhouse

OTHING COULD HAVE BOOSTED 
N the already growing interest 
in the greenhouse culture of 
camellias among gardeners of the 
South more than the unusually cold 
winter of 1957. Although garden- 
ers in the North have long recog- 
nized the need for a greenhouse, to 
the South this is a new experience. 
In the Carolinas, for example, 
official weather records of long 
standing—forty years for Greenville, 
S. C.—were broken that winter. 
Those gardeners who depended 
solely on outdoor culture of camel- 
lias were disheartened, some even 
decided to dispense with camellias 
permanently. But the confirmed 
hobbyists sought a solution to this 
dilemma. The greenhouse had the 
answer! 

Dozens of scheduled camellia 
shows were cancelled. A few coura- 
geous groups, however, proceeded 
with their show plans, issuing invi- 
tations to those home gardeners with 
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greenhouses. Their results were re- 
warding. In Greenville, S. C., there 
were entries from over fifty growers. 
The show was their largest to date, 
with around 2500 blooms. The en- 
thusiasm for camellias, dampened by 
the extreme cold, was revived. The 
hobbyists began thumbing through 
catalogues for prices and informa- 
tion on building a greenhouse. 


Our personal experience with 
raising camellias under glass during 
the past eighteen years has taught 
us much. Unpredictable weather is 
no concern of ours. That year, with 
the thermometer hugging around 1° 
above zero, we entered our green- 
house—a bit smugly I’m afraid— 
and feasted our eyes on hundreds of 
magnificent blooms. The expense 
and the work accompanying green- 
house culture of camellias was neg- 
ligible compared to this rewarding 
and beautiful sight. 

Our methods for successful green-

house culture are based upon our 
personal experience in the southern 
area. Undoubtedly there are other 
satisfactory ones. We arrived at 
these by the simple expedient of 
trial and error. 

Our 18-by-30-foot greenhouse is 
a do-it-yourself job made of scrap 
lumber and glass, and satisfactorily 
houses about 200 plants. We use 
five 750-watt electric heaters, at- 
tached at various intervals on the 
midsupporting beams, with a con- 
trolled mercury type of thermostat 
set at 36°. Designed for ample ven- 
tilation, the greenhouse is aired dur- 
ing part of each day unless the tem- 
perature is below freezing. The 
greenhouse is located in a semi- 
shaded area of the garden. 


The home gardener will find a 
wide choice of suitable containers 
for camellias.. The cheapest, and we 
have found them adequate, are tin 
cans. There are !- and 4-gallon or- 
dinary cans, 5- and 6-gallon oil cans 
and 10- and 20-gallon grease drums. 
Many firms are willing to give these 
to growers. Cypress and redwood 
tubs in various sizes may be pur- 
chased from most nurseries and feed 
stores. The ingenious person may 
make his own from scrap lumber, 
remembering to treat them with a 
wood preservative before using. 

Although we prefer to buy con- 
tainer-grown plants, there are occa- 
sions when we do buy balled and 
burlapped ones to secure certain va- 
rieties. Unless they are container 
grown, we wash all the soil from the 
roots before replanting in our own 
soil mixture, which is as follows: 
¥3 old cow manure (at least two 
years old); “% sandy loam (add 
coarse sand if necessary); and % 
peat moss (or a good mellowed leaf- 
mold). 

Naturally we remember to put 
cinders or gravel in the bottom of 
container to insure good drainage. 

Much valuable greenhouse space 
is lost by using a container too 
large. A container only an inch 
larger than the root system is suffi- 
cient. Many of our 6- and 7-foot 
plants are thriving in 5-gallon and 
14-inch containers. 


We repot our plants only when 
the blooms and growth indicate it is 
necessary. Some have not been re- 
potted in twelve years! Roots show- 
ing at the top do not always mean 


they are root-bound and should be 
repotted. However, a top-dressing 
of fresh soil is given each spring to 
those remaining in the same pot for 
several years. 

It is important to use a good soil 
mixture and at all times have good 
drainage. The soil should be porous 
enough to allow water to pass

through the container quickly. The 
results of soggy soil are root-rot and 
bud blast. 

Fertilizing, always a controversial 
subject, is a confusing one to the 
beginner. We have found the fol- 
lowing procedure easy and adequate. 
The plants are fed the first of No- 
vember (this specifically for the 
blooms), again in January, February 
and March. Our yardstick for meas- 
uring is simple. The 4-gallon con- 
tainers are given 1 handful of 
fertilizer, approximately 312 table- 
spoonfuls. Those in larger con- 
tainers receive a little more and 
those in smaller containers less. The 
plants are thoroughly watered after 
each feeding. 

In addition to this schedule we 
have experimented with foliage feed- 
ing, once in December, January and 
February. We found it improved 
both bloom and foliage. 

One of the most important con- 
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tributing factors for successful green- 
house culture of camellias is water- 
ing. During the winter season we 
water them once a week; during 
blooming season, every five days. 
With the exception of those plants 
with open blooms, we try to syringe 
the foliage three times a week. 


We do most of our pruning dur- 
ing the blooming season. To make 
a more symmetrical and bushy plant, 
in addition to saving precious green- 
house space, we pinch off the second 
cycle of growth at its start, after the 
plants are several years old. We 
cut out any dead branches and also 
some of the small inside growth of 
the larger plants, plus any ungainly 
or sprawling branches. 

Systematic spraying in a green- 
house is necessary since indoor 
plants are more subject to pests than 
outdoor ones. Spraying twice a year, 
in the spring and fall, has solved 
most of our pest problems to date. 
We use a mixture of miscible oil 
and a general garden insecticide. 
The oil is for scale, the insecticide 
for ants and aphis. 


Within the greenhouse, as well 
as out of doors, the camellia hobby- 
ist must choose between quantity and 
quality of bloom. The average be- 
ginner will disbud reluctantly. Later, 
however, the perfection and in- 
creased size of the blooms resulting 
from disbudding, will outweigh this 
reluctance. 

We do our disbudding in the sum- 
mer, when the flower bud has 
grown enough to distinguish it from 
the leaf bud, being extremely care- 
ful not to injure the leaf bud while 
pinching off the flower bud. It has 
been our custom to leave only one 
flower bud on a terminal. 

Approximately half of our plants 
are moved outside in the summer 
months. At first we place them in 
almost deep shade then move them 
to less shady locations when they 
become adjusted to outdoors.

Camellias as house plants 


by 0. HOBART MOWRER 


OR THE INDOOR GARDENER who 
pal meet its not too exacting re- 
quirements, the camellia offers 
unique possibilities of pleasure and 
pride as a house plant. 

Camellia japonica is a native of 
the mountainous woodlands of 
Japan, where winters, the camellias’ 
blooming season, are mild and moist. 
I have taken my cue for growing 
camellias indoors from this picture 
of the conditions under which they 
thrive in the wild. 

We have on the south side of our 
home a normally unheated sunporch 
which was quite useless in the win- 
ter months. It is here that I have 
been able to create what appear to 
be nearly ideal conditions for ca- 
mellias. On clear winter days the 
sun often raises the temperature to 
as high as 60° or 65°. A thermostat 
is set to turn on a small electric 
heater when the temperature drops 
below 50° at night or on unusually 
cold days. Actually, it does not hurt 
camellias if they get considerably 
cooler but I like to hold the night 
temperature at 45° or 50° because 
of other plants which I am now also 


« growing on the porch. 


Relatively high humidity on the 
porch has also been insured. The 
windows, which are replaced by 
screens in the summer, have been 
covered with a high-quality, trans- 
parent plastic, thus giving much the 
same effect as thermopane glass. 
When the windows are re-installed 
in the fall, the surrounding seams 
are sealed with strips of masking 
tape. These measures prevent loss 
of heat and humidity into the out- 
side atmosphere. The plants them- 
selves are occasionally “fogged” 
with an inexpensive atomizer sprayer 
and a little water is poured into the 
vermiculite-filled metal trays on 
which the camellia pots sit. With 
these provisions, it is no problem at 
all to hold the humidity of the porch 
at 60% or 70%. 

Thus do my camellias remain 
snug and happy during cold, and 
often dry, winter weather. I do not 
even find it necessary to take special 
pains to ventilate them. An occa- 


sional opening of the door leading 
from our living room onto the sun- 
porch seems to be quite sufficient 
for this purpose. 


When warm weather comes and 
we need the porch for family living, 
my camellias are moved to a spot in 
the garden on the east side of a 
neighbor’s stone garage and to the 
north of an old pine tree. They re- 
ceive full morning sun, filtered mid- 
day sun, and full shade from two or 
three o’clock on. Other combina- 
tions of sun and shade would very 
likely work as well but intense mid- 
day and afternoon sun should, it 
seems, be avoided. 

Camellias, indoors and out, must 
not be allowed to get dry at the 
roots. The soil, humusy and slightly 
acid, with good drainage, must be

kept moderately damp at all times 
lest the leaves turn brown and fall. 
The plants relish an occasional 
sprinkling or fogging with a garden 
hose on hot, dry days. Cedar 
buckets are the traditional contain- 
ers for large greenhouse and con- 
servatory camellias but the far less 
expensive plastic or glazed pots— 
or even metal cans or buckets with 
drainage holes—are completely sat- 
isfactory for smaller specimens. Un- 
glazed clay pots are too porous and 
do not hold sufficient moisture to 
suit camellias, particularly outdoors. 


New growth of twigs and leaves 
occurs in the spring after the bloom- 
ing season is over and may continue 
on into midsummer. This is the 
time for fertilizing, if needed. It is 
also the period when special care 
should be taken to see that the pH 
of the soil does not get too much 
toward the alkaline side. A little 
iron sulphate or iron chelate dug 
into the soil two or three times dur- 
ing the spring and summer months 
will insure satisfactory acidity. An- 
other possibility is to work some 
ordinary sulfur into the original pot- 
ting mixture as a means of providing 
relatively permanent acidity. If your 
water is naturally soft, sufficient 
acidity will be maintained in any 
ordinary soil mixture containing a 
generous amount of peat moss. Im- 
proper soil acidity may be reflected 
by leaf yellowing, although the 
leaves of some varieties of C. ja- 
ponica are normally dappled with 
yellowish-white splotches or edging, 
especially toward the latter part of 
the growing season. This effect— 
which is often quite pleasing— 
should not, of course, be confused 
with true chlorosis or yellowing. 

The glossy, handsome leaves of 
camellias make them an ornament 
and a delight to the eye the year 
round. But it is during their season 
of bloom that these plants are most 
spectacular. Almost everyone has 
seen camellia blossoms in the florist 
shop where they are prized for cor- 
sage wear. And pictures of flower- 
ing plants 3 to 10 feet high have 
often been published. But there is 
an unforgettable thrill for the begin- 
ner in seeing a young house plant 
just coming into bloom. It is, I hold, 
the rival of any orchid or rose!

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date I have had no success germi- 
nating them. Moreover, plants do 
not come true from seed so named 
varieties are all propagated from cut- 
tings and are obtained from nurs- 
eries. All of which makes it sound 
as if camellias would be expensive, 
but this need not be the case. Last 
year I purchased four sizable plants 
for the surprisingly modest sum of 
five dollars—altogether, not apiece. 
The varieties were GLEN 40, MIKEN- 
Jaku (or NAGASAKI), QUEEN 
Bessig£, and RosEA SUPERBA. They 
passed through the winter without 
dropping a single bud and came into 


| bloom in early March. Also avail- 


able are hundreds of other named 
varieties which vary widely not only 
in color and form of blossom but 
also in time of flowering, from late 
fall to spring. 


Thus far I have spoken exclu- | 


sively about the Japanese camellia, 
C. japonica, and its variations. 
There are several other species, the 
only one of which I have is C. 
sasanqua, It blooms quite profusely 


in the fall and well in advance of | 


most of the Japanese varieties. But 
its blossoms are far less imposing— 
looking something like those of the 
dogwood—and do not last as long. 


Also, the plants themselves seem to 


be somewhat less vigorous and 
adaptable than C. japonica. At least 
they have not done so well for me, 
under my conditions. They are said 
to be winter-hardy in temperate cli- 
mates in the United States, but this 
is no special advantage since a num- 
ber of C. japonica varieties are also 
showing unsuspected hardiness. 


Not everyone, to be sure, happens 
to have a cool sunporch. But I am 
certain C. japonica would thrive in- 
doors in any cool sunny window 
provided that humidity could be 
kept from dropping much_ below 
40% or 50%. A small glass case or 
even an inverted clear plastic bag 
should accomplish this end. 

Either I have been amazingly 
lucky in hitting just the right condi- 
tions for indoor culture of camellias 
or they are considerably more toler- 
ent and tougher than one might sup- 
pose.

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Nematodes may be the root 
of your garden troubles

RACTICALLY EVERY GARDEN 

plant—from lawn grasses to trees 
—is constantly menaced by a secret 
enemy called nematodes. They are 
so well hidden underground that 
their presence is unsuspected until 
poor growth, low vigor, yellowing 
or bronzing of leaves, stem die-back 
or eventual death of the plant is 
evident. 

When feeding, watering, drainage, 
mulching, pest control, and other 
good cultural practices prove ineffec- 
tive you can be reasonably sure your 
problem is nematode infestation of 
the soil. Very few of us have ever 
seen a nematode, but we have seen 
the results of their handiwork. 

Until rather recent times, for lack 
of trained research scientists in the 
field of nematology, the nematode 
was not recognized as being im- 
portant in plant performance. It is 
now known that crop production 
may be reduced as much as 50%, 
depending on kind, by nematodes 
alone; they are considered the most 
costly of plant pests. Only recently 
has the nematode’s responsibility for 
“soil sickness,” “soil exhaustion” 
and “spreading decline,” in com- 
mercial orchards especially, been 
recognized. 

Nematodes are tiny threadlike 
eelworms, no larger than a grain of 
salt, usually 1/100 to 1/50 of an 
inch long. What they lack in size 
they made up in numbers. They are 
found in fresh and salt water, in the 
soil and as parasites on plants and 
in animals. They have no eyes and 
no brain, but have been outsmarting 
humans who do. They are one of 
the most abundant forms of life on 
this earth. 

Hundreds of kinds are known to 
feed on living plants, mostly below 
but also above ground. Their life 
span is only a few weeks to a few 
months. Although individually deli- 
cate and easily killed, some forms 
are quite persistent and durable in 
the dormant cyst stage and may sur- 
vive as long as twenty yez s. After 
a Rip-Van-Winkle existence of 
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thirty-nine years the rye nematode 
has been revived. 

Upon contact with a favorite host 
on which to feed, life begins again. 
Many are harmless, even beneficial, 
but nematodes that attack plants 
cause great known damage and do 
much harm that goes undetected. 

All sorts of ornamental and crop 
plants can be the victims of one or 
more types of nematodes. They may 
spread from weeds and wild plants. 
Some plants may be immune to cer- 
tain kinds of nematodes yet highly 
susceptible to others. The degree of 
resistance varies greatly with differ- 
ent kinds of plants. 

Cold slows down and may stop 
the increase of nematodes and heat 
can kill them. The spread is fastest 
during spring and fall and sandy 
soils are usually more vulnerable to 
infestation. 

Most easily detected, and worst of 
the lot, are the root-knot nematodes. 
These are said to harbor in the roots 
of at least 1700 different host plants. 
They enter roots and set up an irri- 
tation that causes galls. For in- 
stance, the revolting sight of dis- 
torted, tubercular nodules on the 
root system of a prematurely dying 
tomato vine is unmistakable. In- 
terference and stoppage of absorp- 
tion and flow of nutrients hastens 
deterioration. 

Other types, more difficult to di- 
agnose, girdle roots and kill entire 
sections of the root system. Some 
confine their attack to new root tips 
as they appear, causing serious 
shortening, resulting in stunting of 
growth of the entire plant. 

Root-infesting nematodes have a 
stylet or spear, sharper than a razor, 
included in their mouth parts. It is 
used like a mosquito’s beak or a hy- 
podermic needle to pierce the tough 
outer layer of the rootlet. The juices 
of plant cells may be sucked through 
it. In the case of root-knot, the 
nematode squirms inside through 
the opening to carry on its malignant 
excrescence. 

Not only are roots damaged di- 
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rectly by nematode attacks, but they 
open the way for invasion by fungi 
and bacteria that may produce rots 
or other diseases. This two-punch, 
primary and secondary affliction 
often proves disastrous to the host. 

Affected ornamentals lack an or- 
namental appearance. They may 
wilt and the foliage turn yellow or 
Even in fertile soil under 
such plants 
grow poorly or decline and may 
have a_ yellowish-green, sickly, 


| starved look because the roots are 


unable to function normally in ob- 
taining food elements from the soil. 
A number of treasured old box- 


| wood specimens of Southern gar- 


dens have fallen prey to nematodes, 
usually dying off in sections. Hol- 
lies, azaleas and camellias may be 
struggling victims. Gardenias also 
quite frequently become casualties 
of the plague. My loss of a 1500- 
tree peach orchard due to nematodes 
was a sad experience. 

Nematodes travel through the soil 
at a slow pace. A lifetime of wrig- 
gling might account for a movement 


_ of only six to eight inches. They are 


not concerned with time. Their one 
hurry is in reproduction of the tribe. 
A single eelworm in a cubic foot of 
soil might be the progenitor of three 
million in the same space within a 
decade. 

Except for root-knot evidence, 
laymen cannot expect to make visual 
recognition of these parasites in the 
soil or on the plant. So when there’s 


| reason to suspect their sly devilment 


you might call on your county agri- 
cultural agent to give you help in 
getting the trouble diagnosed. 

Crop rotation helps in retarding 
spread and build-up but it cannot 
be practiced in small gardens or with 
permanent plants. Turning over the 
earth several times during very hot 
weather can kill billions to reduce 
the population. Extra feeding, 
watering and pest control strength- 
ens plants in their efforts to resist 
injury or at least delay ultimate 
capitulation to the ravage. 

As with troubles in general, pre- 
vention rather than cure is most re- 
warding. Starting from scratch, this 
can be done by fumigating the soil 
when preparing for planting and 
making absolutely sure that nema- 
tode-free planting stock is used. 

Until quite recently little could 
established woody 


| plants once nematodes multiplied 


sufficiently to take them over. To 
fumigate them was mechanically and 
chemically impractical—more likely 
it would kill the plant faster than the 
nematode. For seedbeds and green- 
house benches the deadly gas was 
applied to the soil under plastic 
covers. Even this treatment prior to 
planting could not protect from later 
infestation. 

However, in the last few years 
home gardeners have had a favor- 
able break in combatting the men- 
ace. Several newer nematocides can 
be effectively applied without special 
equipment around the roots of per- 
manent plantings or for annual 
crops. 

One of these, VC-13, is an emul- 
sifiable liquid that is mixed with 
water, as directed, and used as a 
soil drench around the plants. Its 
killing power is by contact and there 
is residual toxic effect. Being an 
organic phosphate, it could be dan- 
gerous to use on edible crops. A 
thorough, even dispersal through the 
soil to the depth of the roots is re- 
quired for best results. 

Other newer nematocides release 
fumes to do their cloak-and-dagger 
work. While the lethal strength is 
of shorter duration, penetration 
should be faster and more uniform. 
Two materials, available to the gar- 
den trade, that seem to be most 
highly regarded presently are known 
as Nemagon and Fumazone. Since 
fumes are soon dissipated, these may 
be safely used for vegetables. They 
are offered in both dry granular and 
emulsifiable liquid concentrates in 
formulations of various strengths. 

Treatment for row crops or bare 
ground ahead of planting may be 
done easily by applying the granules 
and mixing into the soil about 6 
inches deep. A light sprinkling with 
water to form a seal will greatly in- 
crease efficiency. The quantity of 
granules should vary with the 
strength of the formulation. 

For individual dosing of estab- 
lished shrubs a satisfactory proce- 
dure is to use emulsified Nemagon 
mixed with water.®

A power tiller changed 
Our gardening life

HEN FIRST WE SURVEYED our 
new house and its three-quar- 
ters of an acre of accompanying 
land and knew we must do all land- 
scaping, even foundation plantings, 
from scratch, we were in a garden- 
er’s seventh heaven! Here was our 
chance to make plans to our hearts’ 
content with nothing to interfere but 
the extent of our pocketbook (lim- 
ited) and the character of our land, 
some of which was heavily wooded 
with fair-to-good oak trees and a 
ground cover of blueberries and 
other scrubby growth (limitless). 


After coming back to earth from 
that first rapturous flight into sev- 
enth heaven, we had to face the fact 


that we had some very rough ter- 
rain with the accompanying prob- 
lem of poor soil. We had no lawn, 
no foundation planting, no walks or 
driveway, no ready area for vege- 
table garden (one of our musts) or 
an annual and perennial garden. We 
also were without the cleared areas 
we needed for countless other proj- 
ects we had dreamed up. We did 
have a willingness to dig in (the 
idea that gardening must be easy to 
be enjoyable or rewarding has never 
been part of our philosophy) and, 
to implement that willingness, the 
usual run of hand tools—a hoe, a 
couple of forks and spades, etc. 
We had always thought we could 
not afford to own a power tiller. 


After a few weekends of hand 
digging we came to the agonizing 
realization that our potentially beau- 
tiful property would remain a 
dream, a lifeless plan on paper, and 
we would be vegetableless, flower- 
less and virtually gardenless the fol- 
lowing spring if we continued in this 
fashion. On top of that our muscles 
and joints began to protest. Then 
we knew we could not afford to be 
without a power cultivator! This 
was the most sensible gardening de- 
cision we ever made. 


That first fall with the help of our 
willing, sturdy power tiller we were 
able to prepare the soil of the area 
in front of the house—and by pre- 
pare I mean clear it of weeds and 
builder’s debris, turn it over to a 
depth of about 8 inches, and mix in 
ground limestone and fertilizer. The 
tiller accomplished all that in one 
day and apart from the great elation 
we felt at seeing a planned project 
virtually fall into place so quickly, 
we were ready and willing to face 
the next day’s activity with no com- 
plaining muscles. Within weeks of 
the time we prepared the soil, the 
first green mist of grass covered it, al- 
though it was late in the fall to start 
a lawn. By late spring we were even 
thinking of buying a power mower! 

That fall in addition to getting 
our front lawn started and a foun- 
dation planting in, we were able to 
roughly till several other areas, thus 
getting a jump on spring activity. 
Our tiller bravely helped us clear 
and prepare the soil for a vegetable 
plot, an area for annuals and peren- 
nials and a nursery for baby trees 
and shrubs. Without our Jet tiller, 
our first gardening dreams would 
soon have become nightmares. 


This spring—a year and a half 
after we acquired a power cultivator 
—we have started other projects—-a 
dwarf fruit orchard, shrub borders 
devoted to azaleas, hollies and other 
acid soil-tolerant plants. The tiller 
has greatly speeded up all phases 
of soil improvement—mixing peat 
moss, cow manure, commercial fer- 
tilizer and compost with our jnitial- 
ly sandy soil. We will soon be 
sowing seeds in the vegetable gar- 
den, where the tiller has made the 
soil friable and easy to work. 

In fact, in our vegetable garden, 
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we are now inclined to plant green 
manure crops as they can be easily 
turned under with power cultiva- 
tion. In the old days in a previous 
vegetable plot where hand digging

was the only method we had of 
turning over the soil, we became 
wary of sowing rye because of the 


time and physical effort it took to 
incorporate it in the soil. Now with 
a quick runover of our power mower 
to reduce the tall growth of the cover 
crop, we are able to follow with the 
Jet and, again, an operation that 
used to take hours, and even days, 
is now accomplished in miraculous 
order. 

In addition to saving strength, 
and giving us more time to spend on 
other gardening projects, a power 
cultivator has made us more bear- 
able to our weekend guests! Reluc- 
tant friends who backed away from 
a spading fork now admire the Jet, 
want to run it themselves and enjoy 
helping us carry out our varied 
clearing and planting projects upon 
which we have no ceiling! 

Our advice to you gardeners who 
have thought you could get along 
without a power cultivator is to ac- 
quire one as soon as possible. Be- 
ginners, as well as old-hand-tool- 
oriented gardeners, will benefit 
equally. You will find that making 
a new lawn from scratch, as did we, 
is not a formidable task—provided 
you have power to help you. Re- 
making lawn sections is greatly fa-

cilitated by a power tiller. Vegetable 
and fruit gardens can be kept weed- 
free, and any number of other hobby 
gardening activities can be more 
efficiently carried out.

I haven’t the slightest idea how the 
3-H.P. engine of our Jet works, but 
I quickly learned to start it and put 
the tiller through its paces.®

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Three daphnes 
for spring 


HE THREE DAPHNES, Daphne me- 
T zereum, D. genkwa and D. cne- 

orum might well be called the 
March, April and May daphnes, as 
they commence to flower during these 
months. Though little known and sel- 
dom grown, save by a few discriminat- 
ing gardeners, these three daphnes, 
all different but equally charming, are 
of great value and deserve wider 
recognition. If their few needs are 
met, these likable little shrubs are no 
more difficult to keep than many other 
choice plants widely grown in the 
average garden. 

Daphnes need sunshine, shelter from 
northwest winds, a friable, well- 
drained soil containing plenty of leaf- 
mold or humus from the compost pit, 
and thorough soakings to penetrate to 
the lowest roots during periods of 
drought. When it is necessary to apply 
water, I mix a tablespoon of lime with 


the water in a 2-gallon can and pour it 
gently over the soil all around each 
daphne as far as the branches spread. 
Daphnes require a sweet or alkaline 
soil, and an occasional treat keeps my 
plants healthy and happy here in Pleas- 
antville, New York. 

D. mezereum, March daphne, is a 
native of Europe. It is a slow-growing 
deciduous shrub, whose delicious fra- 
grance, wafted through the garden by 
the lightest breeze, adds immensely to 
the pleasure of early spring gardening. 
Attractive all winter, with sturdy erect 
stems covered with promising buds, it 
waits only for a few days of March 
sunshine to open these buds to rosy- 
purple blossoms. By late August the 
flower clusters—three to a cluster— 
will have changed to brilliant scarlet 
berries gleaming through the oval grey- 
green foliage. The catbirds are at- 
tracted and make short work of so 
delectable a feast. The ultimate height 
of D. mezereum is 4 feet. 

D. genkwa, April daphne, is a native 
of China. It is a slender, deciduous 
shrub 4 feet in height. Winter protec- 
tion—a straw covering—should be 
provided in sections of the country 
where the temperature remains below 
zero very long. Any gardener who 
sees this little shrub in blossom for the 
first time feels an overwhelming desire 


to add it to his garden. In common 
with D. mezereum, it produces flowers 
before the foliage, but there the re- 
semblance ceases. D. genkwa is as 
graceful as D. mezereum is sturdy, and 
the arching stems, covered with blos- 
soms of a lovely and unusual shade of 
blue, more than compensate for the 
total lack of scent. 

D. cneorum, May or garland daphne, 
is a native of Europe. It is a spread- 
ing, evergreen shrub, whose patches 
of dull green are attractive in the 
winter garden. Its ultimate height is 
12 inches, with a spread of from 2 to 
3 feet. It is in May that this superb 
little daphne holds sway, for it is then 
that the whole plant is densely covered 
with clusters of crimson buds and 
clear-pink blossoms of an all-pervading 
fragrance. Fortunately for the plant’s 
welfare, these blossoms are not easy to 
pick; they must be severed with scis- 
sors or knife. D. cneorum will outlive 
a generation if it is given a sunny 
position in the rock garden and deep, 
rich soil into which it can thrust its 
roots. It will not thrive in ground that 
is constantly wet during the winter. 

SOMERSET daphne is a hybrid with 
fragrant pink flowers in May and early 
June which resemble those of the gar- 
land daphne. However, it reaches 5 
feet and spreads 4.®

Rid crab grass preventer—In con- 
trast to a crab grass killer, Rid is 
a pre-emergence preventer.
